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Porn Report May Turn Out 
Embarrassing for Reagan 


Porn Popular in U.S.A.; Report Denounced by 
Experts, Civil Libertarians, National Media

The report of U.S. Attorney General Edwin Meese’s Commission on Pornography may be a 
colossal embarrassment to Pres. Ronald Reagan, who requested a pom study in 1985. All the 
nationally known researchers in the field of pornography, and some members of the commis¬ 
sion itself, have attacked the report as shoddy. Even the study itself—which contains numerous 
examples of explicit sex—may be X-rated at government bookstores. 

No consideration is given in the report to the constitutional issues involved in its recommen¬ 
dations. It calls for restrictions on obscene materials portraying sexual violence such as rape 
or sado-masochism as “a matter of special urgency.” It urges stricter enforcement and stiffer 
sentences in obscenity cases and stronger controls over the distribution of pornography. The 
commission concludes that pornography is dangerous and must be severely restricted. 


Feds Put Atlas 
Out of Business 


Sold Out From Under Gay Owners; 
Deposits OK; Stockholders Take a Bath

Atlas Savings and Loan is no more. Barely five years old, 
the formerly gay-owned and operated financial institution was 
swallowed up by a Buffalo, NY conglomerate, Empire of 
America, at the behest of the Federal Home Loan Bank Board 
and only hours before federal law would have forbidden such 
mergers. 

Within 24 hours after bank examiners locked Atlas's doors, 
Monday, July 14, Empire Savings—the Big E—opened for 


business on Castro Street. 

When federal agents sudden¬ 
ly appeared Monday afternoon, it 
was a complete surprise to bank 
directors, employees, and cus¬ 
tomers. Empire’s interest in Atlas 
was completely unknown outside 
the FHLBB and the Federal Sav¬ 
ings and Loan Insurance Corp. 
(FSLIC) who engineered the 
takeover and approved it earlier 
Monday morning. The govern¬ 
ment’s intervention also preemp¬ 
ted a Tuesday meeting of in¬ 
dependent investors who had 
planned to present a proposal to 
the FHLBB to salvage Atlas as a 
gay identified S&L. 

Empire of America Federal 
Savings Bank, with a national 
total of $8.7 billion in assets, has 
absorbed Atlas’s $76 million in 
assets. Empire is to recapitalize 
the financially troubled Atlas. It 
will do so wth an $11.2 million 
assist from the FSLIC. Empire 
operates 135 branches in five 
states, including Pacific Thrift & 
Loan in Southern California. 


The new savings bank is to be 
headquartered in Woodland 
Hills, near Los Angeles. But Em¬ 
pire officials were quick to say 
that they hoped to retain all pres¬ 
ent Atlas employees. “We don’t 
anticipate any changes in the 
level of staff,” Peter Carr, of Em¬ 
pire, told Bay Area Reporter. He 
said that Atlas’s Castro Street 
headquarters—opened only last 
year—would serve as a Northern 
California regional headquar¬ 
ters. 

“We’re sensitive to the gay 
community’s interests,” said 
Carr. “We plan to provide every¬ 
thing that Atlas has provided in 
services to the community. We 
can serve the gay community bet¬ 
ter with our larger resources.” 

But Carr declined to discuss 
specifics. He would make no pro¬ 
mises as to the number of staff 
ultimately to be kept. Nor was he 
enthused about naming a gay or 
lesbian director to the new

The $500,000 appropriated by 
Congress allowed commission 
members to travel to six cities to 
analyze pornography. Possible 
objectivity of the study was 
tainted when former District At¬ 
torney Henry Hudson was ap¬ 
pointed its chair and staff 
members were selected from law 
enforcement sources. Most of the 
appointed comissioners had 
reputations as anti-porn cru¬ 
saders. 

Pres. Reagan originally re¬ 
quested the study because he 
thought a 1970 federal study was 
wrong in saying there was no link 
between sex and violence. That 
study also called for government 


to take all anti-porn laws off the 
books. Meese said a new report 
was needed because there was a 
concern “about how a healthy 
society entertains itself.” 

Numerous problems have sur¬ 
faced for Meese since the report 
was leaked to the press in June. 

• The major criticism of the 
report is its conclusion that ex¬ 
posure to most pornography 
“bears some causal relationship 
to the level of sexual violence, sex¬ 
ual coercion, or unwanted sexual 
aggression.” This claim that 
there is a documented link be¬ 
tween violence and sex was re¬ 
futed in the 1970 federal study 
and has been debunked by all of 



the current researchers in that 
field. Chair Hudson has respond¬ 
ed that the interviews the com¬ 
mission conducted proved that 
there is a link. 

• Playboy magazine sued the 
commission because it lost 
12,000 retail outlets after its 
chair, Henry Hudson, wrote ma¬ 
jor retail firms. Hudson threat¬ 
ened to expose the major retail 
chains if they did not explain why 
they carried Playboy, Penthouse, 
and Forum magazines. A U.S. 
District judge ordered Meese to 
drop the list of 23 retail “por¬ 
nographic” outlets from its re¬ 
port. (The report, however, still 
contains a list of 2,325 maga¬ 
zines, 725 books, and 2,370 film 
titles that it believes are por¬ 
nographic.) 

• The report itself may be 
ruled obscene. Sex acts and the 
words used by people while they 
perform the acts are explicitly 
spelled out in the document. 
Copies could be x-rated at federal 
publication stores across the 
country. Political cartoonists 
have had fun with this. One car¬ 
toon depicts a man asking a 
salesman, “Doyou have the Porn 
Report on video cassette yet?” 
and another shows Meese’s eyes 
popping out as he pulls out a 
centerfold from the report.

U.S. Agency Fires 
Man with AIDS

A Concord man with AIDS has been fired from his job by 
the Federal Bureau of Prisons after he refused a reassignment 
to what he called a “degrading" job. Jason Swinney, 32, had 
been a guard at the Federal Correctional Institution in 
Pleasanton until April when he was briefly hospitalized with 
pneumocystis pneumonia. The facility is maintained by the 
U.S. Department of Justice which recently ruled that firing 
people associated with AIDS did not violate U.S. civil rights

California corporation, 

“It’s too early to address the 
issue of appointing a gay board 
member,” said Carr, who added, 
“We’re just in the formulation 
stage.” 

Depositors in Atlas/Empire 
face no threat of loss to their sav¬ 
ings. But 1,600 stockholders, 
many of whom bought shares 
solely to support a gay communi¬ 
ty endeavor, have lost all. Under 
federal rules covering the ac¬ 
quisition, Atlas stock owners get 
no compensation in the merger. 

As B.A.R. went to press, no run 
on the bank was apparent. Still, 
a number of customers express¬ 
ed concern and disappointment 
at the demise of their communi¬ 
ty’s S&L. Few were concerned 
about banking services. 

“It brings out the activist in 
me,” one depositor told B.A.R. 
“It’s basically an emotional issue 
to me. It doesn’t effect me much 
financially, but because of the at¬ 
mosphere now,” he mentioned 
the LaRouche Initiative and the 
recent sodomy ruling by the U.S. 
Supreme Court, “it’s very sad.” 

He said he was leaving his 
money in his present account for 
now but was considering with¬ 
drawing all funds, “If I did, it 
would be to make a statement,” 
he said. 

Another customer said he 
would “probably be changing 
banks very soon,” Some signifi¬ 
cant depositors had done so 
already. 

One woman cited the fact that 
Atlas being “a bank for the gay 
community was a reason to come 
here,” She was concerned espe¬ 
cially for the people working 
there. 

Founded in 1981, Atlas Savings 
quickly grew to three branches 
and prosperity in a time when 
most S&Ls were seeing interest 
rates erode their finances.

• The commission hearings 
are being exposed as being 
stacked. The American Civil 
Liberties Union’s Barry Lynn 
issued a lengthy report on the 
day-to-day hearings conducted 
over six months by the commis¬ 
sion. Sessions were orchestrated 
so anti-porn speakers dominated 
the hearings and the most ex¬ 
treme films of abuse and sado¬ 
masochism were shown as “ex¬ 
amples” of pornography. The 
three women commissioners on 
the 11-person panel have said the 
process was so unfair as to render 
the report invalid. 

• Newspaper editorials have 
been critical. The San Francisco 
Chronicle concluded: “Any at¬ 
tempt to effectively stamp out 
porn would have to involve in¬ 
spection of every desk, closet, at¬ 
tic, bookshelf, and hip pocket in 
this country. Anti-porn laws in the 
past never accomplished this. 
This commission’s heavy-handed 
(and successful) effort at censor¬ 
ship must not only be condemn¬ 
ed but also be tenaciously 
resisted.” Among those news¬ 
papers agreeing were the New 
York Times and the Los Angeles 
Times. 

PORN VS. ANTI-PORN 

Whether Congress will sup¬ 
port national legislation to fur¬ 
ther restrict the sale and distribu¬ 
tion of erotic materials is debat¬ 
able. The Reagan Administration 
has made it clear that it would ap¬ 
prove further controls and is 
hopeful that the questionable 
Meese report will stimulate that 
activity. Local anti-porn crusad¬ 
ers might be encouraged to in-

But hard times caught up with 
Atlas after early management 
made a number of bad loans to 
failing real estate developments. 
In 1985, Atlas reported losses of 
over $1 million. Additional loan 
losses that year put Atlas into 
technical insolvency. Although 
the books showed more liabilities 
than assets, government regula¬ 
tors allowed the operation to stay 
in business as long as cash flow 
was maintained. 

The gay community respond¬ 
ed to Atlas’s troubles with more 
support, a slight rise in deposits, 
and no great demand for with¬ 
drawals. 

Without Atlas management’s 
knowledge, the FHLBB placed 
the S&L into receivership and 


negotiated the deal with the Buf¬ 
falo conglomerate over the last 
six months. 

“We believed we could show 
that given some time, we could 
work things out,” said former 
Atlas Pres. James Bowersox, 
referring to efforts at restoring 
financial soundness to Atlas, 
“but the FSLIC is very nervous 
about insurance” The federal 
agency insures savings accounts 
for up to $100,000. 

But while the banners pro¬ 
claiming the Big E went up and 
all traces of Atlas disappeared 
from Castro Street, many ques¬ 
tions were being asked by 12,000 
depositors and 1,600 stockhold¬ 
ers. • 


crease their activities because of 
the report. Meanwhile, California 
will soon be restricting its defini¬ 
tion of obscenity that could affect 
distribution here. 

There has been an increased 
demand for porn materials in the 
United States, evidently from a 
more liberated public attitude 
about sex. There are currently 
700 adult cinemas in the U.S. 
plus countless adult bookstores 
and video outlets that distribute 
sex materials. It is estimated that 
40 percent of all people who pos¬ 
sess a video recorder have rented 
an adult tape. A recent poll 
revealed that 20 percent of the 
adult population admits that they 
enjoy pornography. 

Conservative counties and ru¬ 
ral areas of California may in¬ 
crease efforts to bar pornography 
but not just because of the Meese 
report. Gov. George Deukmejian 
signed a law in April which 
redefines the grounds by which 
judges and juries may determine 
if erotic material is obscene. The 
current standard is that material 
is “utterly without redeeming 
social importance.” On Jan. 1 the 
new standard will be that materi¬ 
al “lacks significant literary, art¬ 
istic, political, educational, or 
scientific value.” This brings 
California into line with the U.S. 
Supreme Court’s standard for 
what is obscene. It is speculative 
as to whether this may stimulate 
police to be more active in con¬ 
fiscating materials as the new law 
will make it easier for pro¬ 
secutors to get convictions. 

Liberal San Francisco is an 
oasis in the anti-porn movement. 
Not only is pornography readily 
available here but Los Angeles 
police raids on porn warehouses, 
book stores, and movie houses 


and a major crackdown on porn 
film production has driven major 
producers and distributors here. 
There has been no movement to 
restrict pornography here by city 
officials. 

District Attorney Arlo Smith 
told Bay Area Reporter that while 
he is concerned about por¬ 
nography involving children 
“and such things as snuff films,” 
he has no difficulty with other 
pornography, including sado¬ 
masochism. 

FEMINIST ISSUE 

Most pornography is purchas¬ 
ed by men but it is women 
feminists who have led the efforts 
for and against its distribution. 

Nationally, feminists Cather¬ 
ine MacKinnon and Andrea 
Dworkin have unsuccessfully at¬ 
tempted to initiate local statutes 
that ban pornography on the 
grounds that it violates women’s 
civil rights. Their efforts have 
been countered by the Feminist 
Anti-Censorship Task Force 
(FACT) which has chapters in 
several cities. Feminist writer and 
lecturer Carol Vance, who attend¬ 
ed many of the Meese hearings, 
is fighting the anti-porn move¬ 
ment and is writing a book about 
the commission. 

Those feminists who have been 
fighting against pornography 
joined with right-wing religious 
fundamentalists in 1984 to lobby 
a strict anti-porn bill through the 
Indianapolis City Council. It was 
later ruled unconstitutional by 
the U.S. Supreme Court. Similar 
measures were introduced in Los 
Angeles, New York, and Massa¬ 
chusetts, but all were defeated by 
city councils. There has been no

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Gov. Urged to 
Blast LaRouche

Gov. George Deukmejian is being urged by Mayor Tom 
Bradley of Los Angeles and his AIDS adviser to come out 
fighting early against the LaRouche Initiative. A full analysis 
of the measure is being prepared for the governor by the state 
Health Department. One press aide said a decision will be 
made “soon.” Political analysts, including Bruce Decker, 
chair of the governor’s AIDS Advisory Committee, believe the 
governor will speak out against the initiative. That support 
may be as important as Ronald Reagan’s public rejection of 
the anti-gay Briggs Initiative in 1978.

Attorneys are already debating 
what the imitative on the Novem¬ 
ber ballot might do because of its 
often vague wording, it requires 
the reporting of all people with 
—or suspected of having—AIDS 
and bars such people from work¬ 
ing in health services, restau¬ 
rants, and public schools. It also 
urges travel restrictions on those 
with AIDS and their associates. 
The followers of right-wing ex¬ 
tremist Lyndon LaRouche cir¬ 
culated the initiative petitions. 

“George,” Bradley wrote to 
the governor, “we disagree on 
many fundamental issues but on 
this one issue, I believe we can 
work together. This is not a 
political issue, but an issue of 
human decency. We must agree 
to fight the ignorance, fear, and 
hysteria about AIDS that has 
resulted in the placement of the 
LaRouche measure on the bal¬ 
lot.” 

Decker, who has been named 
financial chair of the state Stop 
LaRouche drive believes: “the 
governor will join other respon¬ 
sible officials in opposing it. It is 
only a matter of when. Tradition¬ 
ally, the governor does not take a 
position on a ballot measure un¬ 
til just before the election. But we 
are urging him to do it sooner.” 

CAMPAIGN UNDER WAY 

LaRouche oppponents are 
seeking support from the mayors 
of the state’s largest cities. May¬ 
or Dianne Feinstein has joined 
Bradley in denouncing the in- 
tiative. She told the press: “The 
steps proposed in this initiative 
have no relevance to the medical 
facts as we know them. In my 
view, this is a political initiative, 
devised by the LaRouche inter¬ 
ests to divide the people of Cali¬ 
fornia. It is more likely to inhibit 
the fight against AIDS than to 
help it.” 

Dr. Brad Truax, a Stop La¬ 
Rouche activist in San Diego, 
said Feinstein may be joined by 
that city’s new mayor, Maureen 
O’Connor, when she takes office 
on July 7. Other mayors endors¬ 
ing Noon LaRouche are those in 
Berkeley, Santa Clara, Oakland, 
San Jose, and Sacramento. 

Longtime gay rights advocate 
Sen. Alan Cranston has said he is 
“strongly opposed” to the 
measure while his opponent in 
the November election, Ed 
Zschau called it “dangerous and 
irresponsible.” State Sen. H.L. 
Richardson, considered the most 
homophobic legislator in Sacra¬ 
mento, has announced that he 
will take “no position” on the in¬ 
itiative. 

Dr. Eugene Tolls, president of 
the San Francisco Medical Socie¬ 
ty, and Dr. David Werdegar, 
director of the San Francisco 
Public Health Department, 
declared their opposition to the 
measure at a recent press con¬ 
ference. The event was chaired by 
Sup. Harry Britt, who introduced 
Sup. John Molinari and a pha¬ 
lanx of gay community leaders. 
The session was sponsored by the 
San Francisco Community AIDS 


of the statewide grassroots effort. 

“The LaRouche approach,” 
Molinari stated, “is a massive 
witch hunt which will make peo¬ 
ple afraid to seek help even if 
they think they may be ill. This 
initiative will force people to live 
in fear and ignorance and create 
an atmosphere of mistrust and 
misunderstanding.’ ’ 

The co-authors of the in¬ 
itiative, Khushro Gandhi and 
Brian Lantz, took to television 
with Molinari debating Lantz 
here on KGO-TV and Council¬ 
man Zev Yaroslavsky taking on 
Gandhi in Los Angeles. PANIC, 
the pro-intiative grpoup, said it 
would raise $30 million but few 


people believed that figure. Stop 
LaRouche has set a $3.5 million 
goal. 

Both San Francisco dailies 
have editorialized against the in¬ 
itiative. The Examiner called for 
LaRouche to “get lost” and said 
his followers “should not be al¬ 
lowed to invade this state with 
this irrational initiative, and they 
won’t if enough people denounce 
it often enough.” The Chronicle 
editorial chided LaRouche for 
causing a “distracting, costly, 
and emotional battle” at a time 
when “the money could be much 
better spent on AIDS research 
and education.” 

Ralph Payne, with his counter¬ 
part, Ivy Bottini in Los Angeles, 
are running the grassroots effort 
that will hopefully involve thou¬ 
sands of people in distributing 
literature and in person-to-person 
contacts. Payne is urging local 
gay people to contribute now to 
SF CAN so it can open an office 
in the Upper Market area. He 
wants to begin soon and that will 
require rent, publishing litera¬ 
ture, and operating a bank of 
telephones. “Television time 
costs plenty but people will 
hopefully realize that a grassroots 
effort costs money too. We need 
an officer soon for volunteers.”

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Duchess Is No Lady, 
But Duke May Be

Candidates to become the 13th Grand Duke and the 14th 
Grand Duchess of San Francisco were presented last Sunday, 
July 13, at Tropical Nights, a party in the Green Room of the 
Veterans Building. Voting will take place to choose a winner 
on Saturday, Aug. 1 from 10 am to 6 pm at Operation Concern 
on Market Street. 

The winner will be announced a week later at Coronation 
‘86, A Russian Fairy Tale to be presented Saturday, Aug. 9 at 
Bimbo's 365 Club. Event organizers state that tickets, priced 
at $15, are now almost all sold. About 150 tickets have been 
placed on sale this week at The Village on 18th Street and The 
Galleon at 14th and Church. 

There are three candidates for 
Grand Duke. For the first time, a 
lesbian has entered the contest 
for Grand Duke. Only once, in the 
early seventies, has a lesbian 
entered the contest for either of 
the city’s major courts. When a 
woman named Pukalani ran 
against Mister Marcus for the 
Emperor title. 

The woman candidate is Mike 
D. Dyke. Candidate Dyke is now 
in the cabinet of both the Im¬ 
perial and Royal Courts.

The third candidate is Bruce 


Harrelson. Sporting colorful 
green t-shirts, a first for this con¬ 
test, Harrelson shows a cautious 
confidence entering this race. He 
said he wants to perpetuate the 
tradition of the Royal Court sys¬ 
tem and stressed two central 
themes, fund raising and fun rais-

The same 
weekend there will be the In Town 
Awards at Amelias on Thursday, 
Aug. 7 and the Out-Of-Town 
Awards Friday, Aug. 8 at M & M 
Studios on Rodgers Street. •

Famed comedian Bob Hope spent the July 4 weekend in 
New York City celebrating the rededication of the Statue of 
Liberty and according to some witnesses, he should have 
stayed home in Beverly Hills. While in New York, the come¬ 
dian appeared at a number of functions including a posh 
$1000 a plate dinner aboard the chartered yacht Princess 
where he entertained a crowd of some 400 VIPs. 


Hope told the assembled 
guests one of the most tasteless 
jokes of his long career. It went 
like this: “Did you hear? The 
Statue of Liberty has contracted 
AIDS, but they don’t know if she 
caught it from the mouth of the 
Hudson River or from a Staten 
Island ferry.” 

To Hope’s chagrin, the crude 
joke about the fatal disease fell 
on deaf ears. As one witness put 
it, “You could have heard a pin 
drop,” as the embarrassed guests 
pretended not to hear the sick 
joke. 

Surprisingly little, if anything 
has been printed about Hope’s 
homophobic faux pas. When San 
Francisco Examiner columnist 
Warren Hinckle printed an ac¬ 
count of the incident, along with 
the joke itself, Hinckle’s entire 


column mysteriously disappear¬ 
ed from the early editions of the 
Sunday paper. Later editions of 
the Ex did carry Hinckle’s col¬ 
umn, minus the Hope joke, how¬ 
ever. Is someone at the Examiner 
protecting the jokester? 

Hinckle, who is in Cuba this 
week, told the Bay Area Reporter 
that there appeared to be a “mix- 
up” over his missing column in 
the early Sunday editions. Other 
than that, the controversial col¬ 
umnist said he had nothing more 
to say about it. When the Hinckle 
column finally appeared in later 
editions, he referred to the Hope 
joke as “something as filthy and 
rotten as ever appeared in the 
Canterbury Tales',' adding that 
“it dared not be repeated.” Hin¬ 
ckle apparently meant that, ac¬ 
cording to his editors, the joke 
“dared not be repeated.” •

Custody Fight for 
Disabled Lover in 
Third Year 

Woman's Family Uses Custody To 
Cut Her Off From Lover, Medical Care

Few stories drive home harder what it means to say that les¬ 
bian and gay relationships exist outside the sanction of law 
and custom than Karen Thompson’s. Thompson was in the 
Bay Area this past week on a speaking tour to raise support 
for her two-year-long battle to secure a future for—and 
with—her disabled lover, Sharon Kowalski. 

Thompson and Kowalski had been lovers for four years. 
Though in the closet, they had exchanged rings, bought a 
house, and wound their lives around each other. Then, on Nov. 
13,1983, a drunk driver slammed into the car Sharon was driv¬ 


ing. 

The night of the crash, 
Thompson recalled, “was a clue 
of the nightmare to follow. For an 
hour and a half I couldn’t find 
out if the person I loved most in 
this world was dead or alive—be¬ 
cause I ‘wasn’t family’.” 

Sharon was diagnosed with a 
brain stem injury, a trauma which 
left her confined to a wheelchair 
and in need of extensive rehabil¬ 
itation therapy. The nature of this 
injury has lent a particular ur¬ 
gency to Thompson’s efforts, be¬ 
cause the first one to three years 
after brain damage are critical. 
After that, a person’s re-learning 
capacity drops off sharply and 
the progress they can make is 
limited. 

In the months after the acci¬ 
dent Thompson, a physical edu¬ 
cation professor with a back¬ 
ground in occupational and phy¬ 
sical therapy, spent 8-10 hours 
each day working with her lover. 
Sharon progressed to the point 
where she could wash her face, 
drink water, play checkers, do 
compound arithmetic problems 
and communicate by using an 
electric typewriter. 

Their progress was soon block¬ 
ed by Sharon’s parents. Karen 
had invited them to stay with her 
while they wre in St. Cloud after 
the accident. Somehow, they got 
an inkling of the women’s lesbian 
relationship. When Karen decid¬ 
ed to bring the matter into the 
open, they responded with unmi¬ 
tigated hostility, calling her 
“crazy and sick” and saying they 
never wanted to set eyes on her 
again. They also told her to stop 
visiting Sharon so often. 

“At that point I went to a law¬ 
yer to see if I had any legal 
rights,” she said, “and dis¬ 
covered I had none.” It was then 
she filed for guardianship and 
the legal battle was joined. 

At issue was not only the wom¬ 
en’s right to see each other, but 
Sharon’s right to recovery. Under 
Minnesota law—“the patient’s 
Bill of Rights’—she is entitled to 
have the highest standard of care 
possible and to see her wishes re¬ 
spected. The Kowalskis wanted to 
move Sharon from St. Cloud, 
where she had access to state-of- 
art rehab facilities and her sup¬ 
port system of the past six years, 
to a nursing home in their home 
town of Hibbing. 

They were initially prevented 
from doing so by an out-of-court 
settlement in April, 1984 which 
protected Karen’s visitation 
rights and Sharon’s right to stay 
in St. Cloud. 

For the next year and a half, 
Thompson was in and out of 
court every month to six weeks. 
Her legal efforts were met at 
every turn with willful disregard 


for facts and blatant procedural 
violations. The court persists in 
characterizing Sharon as a qua¬ 
driplegic with the mentality of a 
six-year-old, even after hearing 
contrary testimony from several 
health professionals and seeing a 
videotape of all her activities 


with Karen. 

The law mandates that Sharon 
be given a competency hearing in 
court to determine whether she 
has the capacity to make in¬ 
formed decisions about her legal 
representation and medical care. 
She has never been granted such 
a hearing. The courts have re¬ 
fused (in unprecedented fashion) 
to give the Minnesota Civil Li¬ 
berties Union (MCLU) standing 
in the case, or allow Thompson’s 
attorney to associate with 
MCLU. 

In July 1985, Donald Kowalski, 
Sharon’s father, won full guar¬ 
dianship and forbade Karen to 
visit. She won one more brief re¬ 
prieve, but has not seen Sharon 
since August 1985. 

Undaunted, Thompson is pur¬ 
suing the case. There are pre¬ 
sently two motions pending in 
the Minnesota Appelate Court. 
One is a contempt citation 
against Donald Kowalski for 
breaking the guardianship law by 
not considering the wishes of his 
ward. The other is a conflict of in¬ 
terest charge against Jack Fena, 
the lawyer who is representing 
Sharon in her personal injury 
suit and simultaneously working 
for her parents on the guardian¬ 
ship issue. Fena is, in fact, suing 
his own clients. The MCLU is 
contemplating bringing the case 


to federal court on 14th Amend¬ 
ment due process grounds. A re¬ 
vision of Minnesota’s guardian¬ 
ship laws may provide new open¬ 
ings as well. 

The more than two year ordeal 
has given Thompson a $90,000 
legal debt—and a substantially 
new outlook. In October 1984, 
with Sharon being moved out St. 
Cloud for the first time and the 
stakes in their fight rising, she 
came out. 

“As long as we’re invisible, 
we’re vulnerable,” she explained 
in an interview. “I decided to 
face them and take that power 
away from them. They’re not go¬ 
ing to be able to emotionally 
blackmail me. I also realized that 
as long as I’m afraid to say who 
I am, I’m saying there’s some¬ 
thing wrong. I came out because 
I realized I didn’t have the power 
to fight this alone. I needed the 
MCLU, the disability rights 
groups, the power of people— 
and I needed to educate people 
to what can happen, and you 
can’t do that in the closet.” 

Time meanwhile is running 
out for Sharon Kowalski, still be¬ 
ing held at the Leisure Hills Nurs¬ 
ing Home in Hibbing. The last 
thing she typed, when she saw 
Karen a year ago, was “Take me 
home with you!” Now she spends 
most of her days curled in a fetal 


position. This November will 
make three years since the acci¬ 
dent.

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A Day of Shame 

Part II 


T he long arm of the law can now reach under your sheets. The U.S. 
Supreme Court has ruled that unless you’re making babies—in 
private—you’d better not be found to be doing anything else the 
State says you shouldn’t. No matter who you are, what you do, or with 
whom. 

Hopes were high among legal observers that the Hardwick vs. Bowers 
case challenging Georgia’s anti-sodomy law would make some kind of 
a dent in American state laws criminalizing lesbian and gay love-making. 
It was the perfect case to test such antiquated laws. It was purely a situa¬ 
tion of police intrusion into private behavior between consenting adults. 
There were no extraneous issues complicating the case. 

In upholding the Georgia law, the U.S. Supreme Court sodomized the 
U.S. Constitution. The court showed to what twisted lengths this socie¬ 
ty will go to withhold civil liberties protections from those it does not 
like. What a mockery they made of “Liberty Week.” 

To some extent, of course, the Supreme Court was doing what it usually 
does when faced with a challenge. They took the coward’s way out. They 
invented some extraneous concern about overextending court rulings 
on the right to privacy so as to deny ordinary protection where it was 
plainly needed by a vulnerable and controversial group. The real issue 
was conveniently side-stepped so as to avoid controversy. 

B ecause the Justices overlooked the real issue presented in the 
Hardwick case—police intrusion in private lives—they’ve created 
more of an issue. The Supreme Court wanted to get only at 
us, the gay community. But they reached farther than they thought. 

There is no such thing as a right to privacy in the U.S. That is what 
the court has ruled. Nobody is entitled to protection from the Constitu¬ 
tion automatically. The court’s action points out how very conditional 
rights are in the Land of Liberty. If this society approves of you, you have 
some rights. Otherwise, you’re subject to whatever arbitrary intrusion 
authorities choose to make for whatever perverted reason. 

The Supreme Court’s decision ridicules the very notion of rights. 
Rights are not privileges granted by majority vote. Rights are not con¬ 


ferred upon needy minorities by kind-hearted tyrants. The idea of rights 
was invented to protect those not liked by the powers that be. Rights are 
designed to protect the disadvantaged and despised. Rights belong to 
people just because we are human beings. Rights are the counter force 
to the brute tyranny of the majority. 

Apparently, the U.S. Supreme Court sees rights another way. They see 
rights as limited by what the majority can tolerate, not what human digni¬ 
ty demands. 

L ast month’s ruling was written in curious language. The Justices 
talked a lot about morality—millenia of moral teaching, to be ex¬ 
act. Of course, law must have a moral basis, otherwise it reverts 
to simply majority will. Law must be based on higher principles to in¬ 
sure justice and insure that authority does not degenerate into mere 
political expedience—as has now happened in this country. 

But the moral principles that confer legitimacy on law cannot be mere¬ 
ly church tenets and denominational preachings. The morality that raises 
law above tyranny is the doctrine of human rights stemming from human 
nature. It’s a dangerous move for the U.S. Supreme Court to be so 
thoughtless and low-minded as to reach only to church teachings for mor¬ 
al justification. More is demanded of the highest court in the land. 

On July 4, we commemorated the beginning of the American Revolu¬ 
tion. The heart of that revolution was not the War for Independence 
which the colonies won against Britain thanks to French intervention. 
The heart of our revolution was the overthrow of theocracy, the separa¬ 
tion of State from Church. The founders of this nation were not setting 
up a Christian republic. They repudiated that model under which the 
colonies had been governed. It was their belief that the State was ruled 
better without churchy interference. They were right. 

The Supreme Court’s ruling in Hardwick, especially when consid¬ 
ered in light of other Reagan-engineered moves on the court, may signal 
the end of that experiment.

Yellow Stars and Pink 
Triangles

E arlier this month, as the straight media patriotically shot its wad 
all over the Statue of Liberty, I tried to estimate how many times, 
as a child, I had stood in a classroom reciting the Pledge of Alle¬ 
giance. Although its words taught me that America was “one nation, 
indivisible, with liberty and justice for all,” I’m no longer sure that our 
pledge holds much water. Perhaps that’s because on Independence Day, 
while radio stations played such songs as “America the Beautiful” and 
“This Land Is Your Land” I was forced to seriously question my freedom 
as an American citizen. 

While appearing on national television, conservative William F. 
Buckley recently called for the identification and tattooing of all per¬ 
sons with AIDS. A June ruling by the Justice Department paved the way 
for employers to blatantly discriminate against gays by firing those whose 
presence in the workplace might generate fear of AIDS contamination. 
And, at the beginning of Liberty Week (less than 24 hours after Gay Pride 
Day) the Supreme Court told millions of Americans that their freedom 
of sexual expression was no longer a right they could enjoy in the privacy 
of their own homes. Such statements didn’t sound very American to me. 

On May 10, 1933, students in Berlin formed a human chain to pile 
20,000 volumes onto bonfires as part of the Nazi party’s book burnings 
“against decadence and moral decay, for discipline and decency in lamily 
and state.” Later, two million homosexuals and six million Jews were ex¬ 
terminated by Hitler’s forces. The survivors and their descendents made 
a solemn vow: Never again. 

S hortly after World War II, my Uncle Irving served as a battalion 
commander in charge of the Landsberg Displaced Jewish Persons 
Camp and, as an American Jew, was deeply moved by what he saw. 
Today, his nephew is all too well aware of the reason why the pink triangle 
has been adopted as a symbol of the Gay Liberation Movement. It is 
so that we never forget what happened in Germany. It is so that we never 
allow such atrocities to happen again. Not even in this so-called “land 
of the free and home of the brave,” the good old U.S.A. 

Unfortunately, the LaRouche Initiative has garnered enough 
signatures to appear on the California ballot in November’s election. 


As our community mobilizes to “Douche LaRouche,” we must network 
with other minorities in order to gain strength in numbers. In mobiliz¬ 
ing our allies, the first impulse is to seek help from those minorities who 
are most visible to us: the blacks, Asians, seniors, and handicapped of 
America. Yet, just as many gays once found ways to “pass” in straight 
society, several of America’s minorities have, over the years, assimilated 
into the nation’s proverbial melting pot. We should not ignore them as 
an important source of strength and support. 

When they first arrived in the United States, many Jews belonged to 
a severely oppressed minority. Settling in America, they organized for 
social, religious, and fundraising purposes, using their temples as a 
source of strength and networking. Although today, California’s Jews 
are rarely thought of as an oppressed minority, most have links to those 
who perished in the Holocaust. Many still have a knee-jerk reaction to 
such items on the LaRouche agenda as “quarantine,” “travel restric¬ 
tions,” and “internment.” 

C alifornia’s Jews are also keenly aware that, less than 50 years after 
Hitler’s demise, neo-Nazi groups can be found in the East Bay. 
Isolated attacks on some of San Francisco’s temples (as well as 
the events in Skokie, Illinois several years ago) have made it clear that 
antisemitism, like homophobia, is on the rise in America. 

As November’s election approaches, we need every vote we can mus¬ 
ter. Therefore, I think it is crucial for us to recruit the movers and shakers 
among California’s Jews ip our efforts to defeat the LaRouche Intiative. 
I would strongly urge any gay Jews whose families reside in California 
to think about appearing—as a family unit—to lobby their local con¬ 
gregations and discuss the ramifications of the LaRouche Initiative with 
their rabbi. 

You don’t have to be a political alarmist or a young girl named Anne 
Frank to understand that today’s combination of conservative politics 
and public apathy could easily lead to the time when millions are forc¬ 
ed to leave their Louis Vuitton luggage behind as they are rounded up 
and taken to concentration camps. As an American-born Jew whose 
byline has appeared in the gay press for nearly ten years, I am convinced 
that unless we learn from history, we may very well be deemed to repeat

We will ask our membership to pursue remedy 
through the legislative process to ensure that the 
rights of Lesbian and Gay people are protected 
through the enactment of civil rights legislation. We 
will also pursue the election of a President who will 
support and sign such legislation.

★ “A Government of Law and not of Men” is chi¬ 
seled above the portals of the Supreme Court Build¬ 
ing, but the Court’s recent ruling on sodomy shows 
the opposite to be true. It shows that the law is ar¬ 
bitrary and capricious—that it depends on who is 
sitting on the bench at the time a decision is made. 
It shows that what Chief Justice Hughes said is true: 
“The law is what the judges say it is.” A decision is 
made which conforms to the majority’s bigoted no¬ 
tions, and then rationalizations are supplied to shore 
it up. 


Justice White’s hide-bound, traditionalist, strict 
constructionalist views would limit our rights to those 
which existed in the eighteenth century, when the 
Constitution was drafted. This is his Dred Scott deci¬ 
sion regarding gays. His ruling is part of an attempt 
by the Reagan-Falwell—LaRouche gang for the Nazi- 
fication of Amerika and the “final solution” of the 
gay problem by passing or upholding fascist laws bas¬ 
ed on the Judeo-Christian tradition. This decision 
is the “handwriting on the wall.” German courts 
made similar decisions depriving Jews of their rights 
before they were arrested and sent to the death 
camps. 

Here are some suggestions for fighting back: (1) 
Support two Constitutional amendments—one limit¬ 
ing the term of Supreme Court Justices to four years, 
and one giving people an absolute right of privacy 
in sexual matters.

Sanctuary 

★ If the City of Oakland can offer refuge to victims 
of political abuse in foreign countries, surely the City 
of San Francisco can offer refuge to those in other 
states who are prosecuted under sodomy laws. 

I propose an ordinance that declares states at¬ 
tempting to regulate private, consensual sexual con¬ 
duct among adults to be in violation of the 
fundamental human rights of privacy and free ex¬ 
pression, and offers sanctuary in the City of San Fran¬ 
cisco to any person being prosecuted under such 
laws. 

Specifically, it would offer sanctuary to persons 
fleeing prosecution, sentencing and imprisonment 
(or reimprisonment). Like the Oakland ordinance, it 
would prohibit local law enforcement officials from 
detaining or holding such persons, from identifying 
such persons or varifying their presence here to out¬ 
side agencies, or from cooperating in any manner 
whatsoever in extradition of such persons. 

Outside agencies would be required to provide no¬ 
tarized copies of arrest reports and court records if 
they dispute the nature of the prosecution. The stan¬ 
dard of “privacy” would be the outlined by the Cali¬ 
fornia Supreme Court in People vs. Pryor, i.e., the 
sexual acts occurred in a place not likely to be seen 
by persons who would be offended. 

The question may arise in some minds whether 
such an ordinance would be anything more than a 
headline grabbing gesture. Well, that it would be, and I 
think it is appropriate that we make a strong state¬ 
ment of outrage at the recent decision of the Supreme 
Court. But at some point it may be needed.

But a 
state Democratic Party commis¬ 
sion has been exploring the 
earlier idea in hopes of having a 
bigger role in picking the 
presidential nominee. 

Contrary to current rumors, 
activist Cleve Jones tells me that 
he will not be joining State Sen. 

Jones refus¬ 
ed to confirm or deny, however, 
that he is planning a race for 
supervisor in 1988. 

Concerned Republicans for In¬ 
dividual Rights president Chris 
Bowman is urging all to call Gov. 
George Deukmejian’s local office 
(557-3326) to prod the governor 
into opposing the LaRouche in¬ 
itiative and to restore the sup¬ 
plemental AIDS funding cut by 
the the governor. 

Mayor Dianne Feinstein, as 
honorary chair, leads an im¬ 
pressive early list of supporters 
for District Attorney Arlo Smith’s 
third term reelection bid in 1987. 
Smith’s $250 fundraiser recep¬ 
tion wil be held July 24 at the 
Hyatt on Union Square (5:30- 
7:30,482-4183 for tickets and in¬ 
formation). 

Lyndon LaRouche, architect of 
the anti-gay AIDS initiative, did 
a telephone interview on Ron 
Owens’ KGO radio show last 
week in what is thought to be his 
first public comments on the con¬ 
troversial initiative. He called the 
nation’s leading medical experts

the air and is carried by mos¬ 
quitoes. He called the current 
AIDS epidemic “a conspiracy en¬

hood.” 

Lt. Gov. Leo McCarthy is 
scheduled to speak at tonight’s 
(July 17) cocktail fundraiser for 
$100 dinner honoring Board of 
Eucation member Rosario Anaya 
at the Mission Language and 
Vocational School on 19th Street 
(cocktails 6:30, dinner 8 p.m., 
431-9449 for information). 

The Toklas Democratic Club 
endorsed attorney Paul Wotman 
Monday for a seat on the Com¬ 
munity College Board in the 
November election. 

The City Council in Chicago 
this week delayed indefinitely a 
roll call vote on a proposed gay 
rights ordinance for that city that 
would ban housing and employ¬ 
ment discrimination based on 
sexual orientation. The Chicago 
Roman Catholic Archdiocese is 
loudly objecting to the proposed 
legislation.

Letter from New York 

Supreme Court Ruling Sparks 
New Militance in the Big Apple

On July 1, after news of the U.S. Supreme Court decision 
came down denying us our rights as human beings, a spon¬ 
taneous demonstration happened at Sheridan Square, site of 
the 1969 Stonewall riot. The crowd of about 3,000 was in no 
mood to listen to leaders, who had assured police that we 
would be kept in the ghetto area of the Village. 

Instead, the crowd closed down Seventh Avenue for a while, 
then moved to close down the much larger Sixth Avenue for 
five hours. It was a night for anarchy and open debate, not for 
leaders. While we sat on the blacktop street, there was plen¬ 
ty of time for every point of view. There were dozens of 
popular chants, with my favoirite being, “Remember Harvey 
Milk.” One of New York’s most effective and coherent gay 
spokesmen, Andy Humm, sat silently in the street, enjoying 
this new kind of militance. 


One important issue emerged. 
Though there seemed to be no 
drag queens in evidence (unlike 
the annual “parade” a few days 
earlier). When television spot¬ 
lights went on, two young drag 
queens appeared out of nowhere 
and started sashaying toward the 
cameras. A chant went up, “No 
drag queens!” and they were 
dissuaded. 

Now, let me explain this. We all 
know it was drag queens who 
kicked the police’s ass at 
Stonewall long ago. We do not 
want prejudice among ourselves 
against drag queens. But for the 
last ten years we’ve had a very 
depressing situation in New York. 
We have demonstrations and pro¬ 
tests that are made up of all kinds 
of men and women. But the news 
media seek out the most outra¬ 
geous drag queens, and the drag 
queens are only too happy to pose 
for the cameras, and the next day 
what you see in the newspapers 
are “joke” photos of flaming 
queens. 


This is very reassuring for 
straights and gives them a good 
laugh. It also renders our demon¬ 
strations meaningless and takes 
the steam out of our movement. 
Talk about Stonewall all you 
want, but don’t be blind to the 
realities of the present day. 

During the July 1 incident, the 
first time I’d ever heard a crowd 
shout “No drag queens!” Seth 
Coleman a well-known figure, 
shouted back, “They are part of 
us.” I answered, “Yes, but they 
are not all of us.” This is not an 
attack on drag queens, it is a call 
for something more practical 
than utopian thinking. 

The police and reporters were 
not smirking at the protestors 
they saw during the first week of 
July. They knew we meant busi¬ 
ness. One New York Post reporter 
was nearly dismembered by the 
crowd. The newspaper stories 
described the crowd as an 
“Angry Gay Army” (N.Y. Post, 
July 2), not a sissy freak show. 


The July 4 demonstration was 
far more scary. A crowd of 7,000 
to 10,000 marched from Green¬ 
wich Vilage to the federal court 
building near City Hall in lower 
Manhattan. Once again, against 
the desires of gay leaders and the 
police, the crowd of angry men 
and women decided their own 
destination. They wanted to go to 
Battery Park, the festival grounds 
for the Fourth of July celebra¬ 
tions which had attracted five 
million visitors to New York. 

At the front of the overcrowd¬ 
ed Battery Park, helmeted police 
blocked our way. We outwitted 
the police by splitting up into 
small groups and forcing our way 
through side streets to the park. 

Now, it should be said that our 
leaders were right, we should 
have let the march conclude with 
speeches at the base of the park. 
Already it had been evident, 
marching through the incredibly 
crowded streets of lower Manhat¬ 
tan, that our 7,000 people were 
nothing compared to the millions 
flooding city streets and park 
grounds. Many in the huge 
crowds that surrounded us were 
openly hostile. By the time we 
were snaking our way in a long, 
thin line through the mobs at 
Battery Park, we were in real 
physical danger. There is no way 
to exaggerate the courage of 
these gay men and women. It was 
like walking a gauntlet. 

Many in the sea of nuclear 
families were surprised, shocked, 
or amused. Some, especially old¬ 
er people, were openly support¬ 
ive. But many young straights 
were beside themselves with hate 
and fury. One pack of Hell’s 
Angels-type thugs was particular¬ 
ly menacing and I’m sure they ac¬ 
counted for some of the dozen or 
so gays who were bloodied during 
this celebration of America.

S o you’ve got this great idea 
for a party and you wanna 
close Castro Street? It 
won’t be easy. Although it seems 
lik somebody’s closing down the 
street every time you turn 
around, actually the gay com¬ 
munity’s main drag was reserved 
solely for pedestrian use only 
three times last year—the cele¬ 
bration of the release of hostages 
Jack McCarty and Vic Amburgy, 
the 5th Annual Castro Street Dog 
Show, and the umpteenth annual 
Castro Street Fair in August. 

And guess what, kids? Each 
one of these events obtained an 
official okay from the Board of 
Supervisors. 

Nobody knows just how many 
others attempted the close Castro 
Street in 1985 for one reason or 
another. Consequently, the suc¬ 
cess rate for closing the street is 
unknown. The reason it may 
seem like the street is closed 
more often than it is, is that some 
events do not necessitate full 
street closure—events like the 
Memorial Day Candlelight 
March for AIDS/ARC in May and 
the 7th annual Candlelight 
March marking the assassina¬ 
tions of Harvey Milk and George 
Moscone in November, for in¬ 
stance. 

Whatever the odds, if your 


cause is truly just and you have 
the tenacity of a bulldog, this is 
how you go about laying claim to 
the street (legally) for a day. 

1) Obtain an application from 
Howard Jensen, clerk of the Traf¬ 
fic and Transportation commit¬ 
tee under the jurisdiction of 
Sup. Bill Maher. Telephone num¬ 
ber: 558-3184. 

2) Fill out the application and 
submit it at least 60 days prior to 
the event in question 

3) Wait. While you wait, your 
application will be submitted to 
the Interdepartmental Staff 
Committee on Traffic and Trans- 
portatio, whose members include 
personnel from the Department 
of Public Works, MUNI, Police 
Department, Fire Department, 
and/or any other city agency 
whose services may be required 
at your event. They will debate 
the pros and cons of the issue and 
then send your application back 
to the full T&T Committee, 
which holds public hearings on 
the third Wednesday of each 
month. You must then be pre¬ 
pared to: 

4) Show up at the hearings. 
This is the only chance for the 
public to make its views known 
on your proposal, and God only 
knows what will happen when the 
public finds out what you want to 
do. After the hearing, you 
must... 

5) Wait. While you wait, a 
recommendation will be made by 
the T&T Committee and present¬ 
ed to the Board of Supervisors, 
who make the ultimate decision. 
Do not pass “Go” until you are 
given official approval. Do, how¬ 
ever, ... 

6) Collect at least $200. In¬ 
surance is a must for all events re¬ 
quiring street closures. The 
amount of necessary coverage 
varies, but for major events such 
as the Castro Street Fair, it may 
exceed one million dollars. 

nother necessary expen¬ 
diture, if buses are rerout¬ 
ed, is a fee to offset the 
cost of rerouting to the city— 
$4.42 per hour per bus. 

Yet another expense is clean¬ 
up. Although organizations are 
not required to clean up after 
themselves, if they don’t, they 
must bear the consequences— 
which may include the revocation 
of next year’s permit. Fortunate¬ 
ly, police services don’t cost 
anyone but the taxpayer. 

According to Jensen, the appli¬ 
cation process is not really as 
complex as it sounds. “If you had 
a permit last year, you’ll probably 
get it again,” he said. 

Ashley Mooserr, an aide to 
Maher, agrees. But, warns Moos- 
er, the process, which she calls 
“easy,” is about to be made more 
stringent. 

“We have a problem,” she 
said, “with organizations asking 
us for a permit a week in advance 
and expecting it to be approved. 
People say: ‘We did it last year, 
and it’s a worthy cause. You can’t 
turn us down.’ On the books, how¬ 
ever, it says 60 days, and we need 
that time to run it by DPW, 
MUNI, the Police Department, 
and others to see what else is go¬ 
ing on then. Unfortunately, we 
have no criteria to say no, and the 
sixty day rule is rarely adhered 
to—at present.” 

According to Mooser, there are 
literally “thousands” of street 
closings of one kind or another 
every year—‘at least two or three 
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a day in the summer—and clos¬ 
ing one small block takes the 
same amount of paperwork as 
closing the others.” 

Most of the applications for 
closure get approved, she notes, 
although the city is beginning to 
take a hard look at athletic events 
such as bike races and mara¬ 
thons. “The reason is that these 
events require a tremendous po¬ 
lice commitment as well as a 
tremendous potential liability on 
the city, and there is no way to 
make sure that these events will 
be 100 percent safe.” 

A related concern is that of 
over-scheduling. When there are 
too many events planned for the 
same day, city resources are stret¬ 
ched to the breaking point.This 
is the main reason, in fact, that an 
application is denied, notes 
Mooser. A good example was the 
weekend of June 7-8, when the 
Haight Street Fair, the Mission 
District’s Carnaval, the Cable 
Car Festival at the Wharf, a sand 
castle contest at Aquatic Park, 
and the Filipino Friendship 
Festival South of Market all 
necessitated street closures. 

“We were at our limit then,” 
she says. 

I n spite of these concerns, 
however, the Board of Super¬ 
visors encourages these 
kinds of events, according to 
Mooser. True, they cost the city 
an “incredible” amount of mon¬ 
ey, but “We want people to be 
able to utilize San Francisco and 
to take advantage of the wonder¬ 
ful opportunities avavilable here. 
We just need to do more respon¬ 
sible planning to make it all hap¬ 
pen.” 

Ask Rick Slick about responsi¬ 
ble planning. He has headed the 
Castro Street Fair for the last 13 
years and probably knows as 
much about the ups and downs of 
street closing as anyone alive. 
“Sometimes it’s real easy,” he 
says, “but sometimes it’s ridicu¬ 
lous.” 

Some of the major objections 
to the fair in the early years came 
not from bureaucrats, but from 
within the community, notes 
Slick. “We had some fiery 
meetings in those early years, 
mostly due to protests from the 
homophobic segment of the com¬ 
munity,” he says. “The fair was 
something they didn’t want to see 
happen to their neighborhood, 
and they objected every year. But 
they never got their way. In the 
end, democracy carried the day, 
and they don’t bother us any 
more.’ ’ 

Well, at least Slick has his per¬ 
mit, and on Sunday, Oct. 5, the 
MUNI buses will be rerouted 
once again to avoid Castro Street. 
Motorists will glare, police will 
work a little harder than usual, 
and somebody will have a hell of 
a lot of garbage to pick up. 

But most peole will agree that, 
when all is said and done, the 
public will benefit from the 
disruption. Disruption of the 
routine, escape from the ordi¬ 
nary, is what street closings are 
all about, after all, and if bring¬ 
ing about that disruption takes a 
tedious amount of paperwork in 
advance, what the hell? Nobody 
said it was going to be easy. • 
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Schafly Group 
Gets Justice 
Dept. $$$ 

WASHINGTON—Those 
wonderful folks in the Justice 
Department are at it again. This 
time, it is to lend a helping hand 
to a Task Force on Families in 
Crisis, an organization with 
strong ties to Phyllis Schafly’s 
Eagle Forum. The Justice Boys 
have awarded a grant of $600,000 
to the “Task Force” for its work 
against domestic violence. 

There’s one catch, however, 
and gay, lesbian and feminist 
leaders are hopping mad about 
it. Kerry Lobell, acting executive 
director of the National Coalition 
Against Domestic Violence, said 
the “Task Force” appears to be 
a new organization whose grant 
application cites only two current 
programs, neither of which is 
related to domestic violence. One 
of the programs deals with por¬ 
nography and the other with 
social security benefits for the 
“career homemaker” or “depen¬ 
dent wife.”

Insurance Advisors 
Nix Prejudice 
Against Gays, Lesbians 

BOSTON—An advisory 
group for the nation’s state in¬ 
surance regulators has recom¬ 
mended that discrimination on 
the basis of sexual orientation be 
prohibited. If adopted, it would 
be the first time a national body 
of governmental officials will 
have endorsed nondiscrimina¬ 
tion on the basis of sexual orien¬ 
tation. 

In a draft document, the AIDS 
Advisory Committee of the Na¬ 
tional Association of Insurance 
Commissioners (NAIC) wrote 
that no inquiry or investigation 
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connected with an application for 
insurance coverage “shall be 
directed toward determining the 
applicant’s sexual orientation.” 
The provisional guidelines con¬ 
tinued, “Sexual orientation may 
not be used in the underwriting 
process or in the determination 
of insurability.”

Anne Frank's 'New 
Diary' Reveals 
Lesbian Feelings 

AMSTERDAM—Was Anne 
Frank a lesbian? It appears as 
though this could be true, be¬ 
cause of a new, unedited version 
of her diary, which was recently 
published by the Dutch govern¬ 
ment. 

Here is an excerpt from her 
diary: 

“Sometimes in bed at night I 
have an uncontrollable urge to 
feel my breasts, and to listen to 
how calmly and steadily my heart 
beats. 

“Unconsciously I must have 
had similar feelings before I 
came here, because I know that 
when I used to spend the night 
with Jacqueline, I could barely 
control myself, I was so curious 
about her body, which she always 
kept hidden from me and which 
I have never seen. I asked Jac¬ 
queline if we should, as proof of 
our friendship, feel each other’s 
breasts. She refused. It was also 
the case that I had a terrible urge 
to kiss Jacqueline and did so. I 
became ecstatic every time I see 
a naked figure of a woman, such 
as Venus in an art history book. 
Sometimes I find it so wondrous 
and beautiful that I have to hold 
myself in, so that I do not begin 
to cry.

One threatening, foul-mouth¬ 
ed straight guy was surprised 
when a furious gay man threw his 
knapsack to the ground and 
started beating the shit out of 
him. A friend and I ran into the 
melee to keep the straight’s 
friends from joining in. I helped 
break it up because I could see it 
could easily turn into open war¬ 
fare involving hundreds of peo¬ 
ple. 

What was left of our march, 
about 3,000 people, finally reach¬ 
ed its destination, a large statue 
of an eagle at the foot of the park. 
At the statue were Andy Humm 
and a half dozen other gay 
leaders with microphones. Give 
them credit. They didn’t want us 
to take this dangerous detour, but 
when we did they went to the 
front of the line. 


And so, the march concluded 
with our band of people sur¬ 
rounded by this impossible vast 
outstretch of straights. Unlike 
most people in our group, I stood 
with my back to the speakers, 
keeping my eye on the mobs of 
straights looking on at us. For 
over an hour I stood with an emp¬ 
ty bottle for a weapon, staring 
into the hate-filled faces of young 
male and female straights. I will 
never forget the sight of those 
faces. 


There is a new kind of mili- 
tance in New York and it is grow¬ 
ing. Hopefully, this will prove en¬ 
couraging to gays around the 
country who have until now 
thought of New York gays as only 
Bloomingdale’s faggots. • 


U.K. Drops Case Against Gay Booksellers 


LONDON—In a surprise move, the United 
Kingdom has dropped all charges against Gay’s 
the Word bookstore, a London book shop, and 
gay book exporter Giovanni’s Room of Phila¬ 
delphia. The two gay booksellers had been 
charged with the importing of allegedly 
obscene materials after British Customs raid¬ 
ed the Gay’s the Word store and homes of its 
owners in 1984. Over 800 volumes had been 
confiscated, including titles such as The Joy of 
Gay Sex, and Tales of the City by San Francisco 
author Armistead Maupin, as well as works by 
Jean Genet, Tennessee Williams, and Allen 
Ginsberg. 

Ed Hermance and nine of the London store’s 
employees were scheduled to go on trial in Oc¬ 
tober. But a ruling by the European Court in 
a similar case persuaded the Thatcher govern¬ 
ment to drop the case. On June 27, that court 
ruled that a portion of the obscure 1876 law 
used as justification for the 1984 raid violated 
an international commerce treaty because it 
restricted the importation of goods without also 
prohibiting the domestic manufacture of the 
same items. 

Hermance expressed relief at the govern¬ 
ment’s move. “We avoided a major disaster,” 
he told Au Courant, a —Philadelphia gay 
newspaper, “But I await the day when lesbian 


and gay books are treated the same as all 
others.” He said he would like to sue the British 
government for losses during the two year legal 
battle, but such an action is not possible under 
British law. 

Philadelphia Bookstore Giovanni’s Room 
had planned to open a London warehouse for 
European distribution of U.S.-published gay 
and lesbian titles. Since other companies have 
moved into that market in the meantime, said 
Hermance, that will never happen. 

The Customs raid and seizure caused an 
uproar on both sides of the Atlantic with civil 
libertarians claiming that different standards 
were used for judging imported books even 
though many of the seized articles had already 
been published in Britain. 

As a result of the case, new procedures have 
been instituted by British Customs for deter¬ 
mining if a publication is to be regarded as 
obscene. The government has advised Gay’s the 
Word owners that if the store wishes to import 
a book that may violate the obscenity law, they 
should submit it to Customs officials before it 
enters the U.K. 

Hermance expected that the new rules will 
be tested soon in the importation of a new safe 

sex guide. —^ Courant, Philadelphia

PARIS—A former French dip¬ 
lomat, Bernard Boursicot, and a 
male Chinese opera singer, Shi 
Peipu, have been sentenced to six 
years in jail for spying for China 
after a strange two-day trial 
which traced an incredible story 
of clandestine love and mistaken 
sexual identity. 

Boursicot was convicted of 
passing information to China 
after he fell in love with Shi, 
whom he believed for 20 years to 
be a woman and the mother of his 
child.

They Want To Give 
Gays, Lesbians Mone\ 

Progressive Foundation Is Looking Fc 
Community Services, Arts To Fund

A friend who would like to know the gay and lesbian coi 
munity better is the Vanguard Public Foundation, a snu 
community fund which makes local grants to groups a 
vocating social change. 

Vanguard has given more than $65,000 to local gay and le 
bian groups since 1980, but they are now urging more applic 
tions so they can support the homosexual community mo 
than ever. 


“They’ve come around in the 
last two years to realize they’ve 
underfunded gays, lesbians, and 
blacks,” said Stan Criollos, a gay 
member of the Vanguard board. 

“This new mandate is a num¬ 
ber one priority,” added Criollos, 
who is also a caseworker for Sen¬ 
ator Alan Cranston. 

Vanguard has already funded 
the Committee to Form Gay/Les¬ 
bian Sierrans ($1,000), Communi¬ 
ty United Against Violence 
($3,000), and People With AIDS 
Alliance ($4,500). Vanguard has 
most recently approved funds for 
the Lesbian Rights Project and 
Mobilization Against AIDS. 

Other Vanguard activities in 
the gay and lesbian community 
are the foundation’s support of 
the Conference on AIDS and 
Ethnic Minorities held last April 
at UCSF. 

The foundation also created a 
memorial fund for human rights 
activist Bill Kraus, who died 
recently of AIDS. 

The public foundation was 
created in 1972 by several wealthy 
young people who wanted to use 
their inherited wealth in a mean¬ 


ingful way in Northern Califor¬ 
nia. Vanguard has helped hun¬ 
dreds of groups in its 14 years 
and it will distribute some 
$275,000 this year. 

“We are definitely a political 
group, we don’t try to hide our 
political credentials,” said Kris 
Balloun, a program associate 
with Vanguard. “We’re con¬ 
sciously trying to keep pace with 
current issues and changing 
times. 

“We’ve funded prison and 
Vietnam-related groups and 
we’re also concerned with 
workers’ rights, human rights, 
and youth and the elderly,” she 
said recently. 

Balloun indicated that Van¬ 
guard favors groups working to¬ 
ward a society free from racism, 
sexism, homophobia, and eco¬ 
nomic exploitation, among many 
concerns. 

“Our main emphasis is fund¬ 
ing for active projects as opposed 
to direct services, but we’ve 
found that many gay concerns 
are with providing services. 
We’re looking into funding gay 
services where there is also some

organizing. 

Vanguard has also funded gay 
and lesbian-related projects like 
the 1985 Lesbian/Gay Work Bri¬ 
gade to Nicaragua and the The¬ 
ater Rhinoceros project Artists 
Respond to AIDS. 

The Lesbian/Gay Work Bri¬ 
gade sent 13 lesbians and gay 
men to Nicaragua in May, 1985 to 
support that country’s revoution. 
They participated in a project 
constructing a day care center 
and they produced a video about 
the brigade in Nicaragua. 

Other gay and lesbian projects 
aided in the past by Vanguard are 
Parents and Friends of Gays, 
Brown Bag Readers Theater, Les¬ 


bian/Gay Freedom Day Parade 
Committee, and the AIDS Edu¬ 
cation Committee of the Harvey 
Milk Democratic Club. 

Balloun said Vanguard’s circle 
of donors has grown to some 250 
philanthropists. She estimated 
the foundation required 
$500,000 each year to meet its 
donations and operating ex¬ 
penses. 

“We receive no government or 
public money,” she said. 

Vanguard reviews applications 
four times a year—the next re¬ 
view is July 1—and the bpard 
decides how many of an average 
of 70 applications deserve inter¬ 
views. The average is about 30. 
The review process lasts five 


months. 

Vanguard won’t even consider 
a grant if the applicant violates 
the foundation’s philosophical 
guidelines (Lyndon LaRouche 
supporters need not apply). The 
maximum grant is $10,000, while 
the average grant is from $4,000 
to $8,000.

Balloun emphasized that 
Vanguard urged more applica¬ 
tions from San Francisco’s gay 
and lesbian community. “Per¬ 
haps they aren’t aware we’re 
around, but with the AIDS crisis, 
we want to play a stronger role, 
she said. •

Concern With Schools 
Moves to State Level 

State Needs to Act on Textbooks, 

AIDS Education, Gay Activists Say 

by Charles Linebarger 

Following up on recent successes in local public school 
districts, activists are now voicing concern with the state 
Department of Public Instruction. Their concerns center on 
the lack of material on gay and lesbian history and a lack of 
education regarding AIDS. The state system, they say, not 
local districts, is the proper agency to deal with these issues. 

Don Dinelli, a world culture 
teacher at Fremont High School 
in Oakland, told the Bay Area 
Reporter that homosexuality is 
omitted from all publishers’ text¬ 
books. “It’s done on a massive 
scale,” said Dinelli. 

“Students would never know,” 
Dinell continued, “that in Nazi 
Germany homosexuals were giv¬ 
en pink triangles similar to the 
insignia which Jews were forced 
to wear. And that homosexuals 
were also sent to the concentra¬ 
tion camps. They would never 
know that Socrates and Michel¬ 
angelo were gay. These things are 
never mentioned in texts in 
California.” 

Dinelli and others like him 
have formed an organization of 
gay and lesbian teachers to deal 
with gay issues in the schools. 
Robert Birle remembers how the 
Bay Area Network of Gay and 
Lesbian Educators (BANGLE) 
was created. 

Birle, 30, who has just Finished 
a stint as a student teacher at 
George Washington High 
School, described what happen¬ 
ed to him when he decided to go 
back into teaching. “I wanted to 
plug into support networks for 
gay and lesbian teachers,” said 
Birle, “and I couldn’t find one. I 


talked to other gay and lesbian 
teachers and we decided it would 
be a good idea if we started one.” 

That was nine months ago. 
BANGLE has been holding 
meetings on the third Thursday 
of the month ever since. The 
group meets at private homes 
and according to Birle, there are 
some 40 members, most of whom 
are teachers in the Bay Area. 

Birle said that his group is 
working on a number of fronts to 
get gay and lesbian information 
into the schools. One of these 
fronts is the textbook issue. “The 
textbooks,” explained Birle, “try 
to show the diversity and con¬ 
tributions of the various ethnic 
groups here but they don’t men¬ 
tion gays and lesbians.” 

Dealing with the textbook 
issue means dealing with 
Sacramento and a statewide 
problem, said Birle. “The ad¬ 
vantage in dealing with this on a 
statewide basis is that we’ll be 
getting some information at least 
out to the kids in Antioch and 
Martinez about gays and les¬ 
bians.” 

Hank Wilson, a well-known 
San Francisco gay activist who 
has spent years working on gay 
issues affecting the schools, talk¬ 
ed to Supt. of Public Instruction 
Bill Honig several months ago 
and remembers that Honig was 
receptive to the issues Wilson 
raised in that conversation. 

“He agreed to meet with us 
after the election,” recalled 
Wilson. “Our issues, besides 
textbook omissions, are the sen¬ 
sitization of teachers to the pre¬ 
sence of gay and lesbian parents 
and students. We want them to 
know all the facts,” said Wilson. 
“There is also the whole issue of 
AIDS education. What is his of¬ 
fice doing to give guidance in 
this area. I think the community 
has expectations of leadership in 
the area of AIDS. We are five 
years into the epidemic and what 
has the role of Honig been?” •

While hospitalized at Herrick 
Hospital in Berkeley, Bob Schultz 
surrendered his life to sudden com¬ 
plications relating to pneumocystis at 
6:30 p.m. on July 8. Admitted on an 
emergency basis July 4, we spent his 
last days together and he knows he 
is loved. He appeared to be improv¬ 
ing on his last day and hand in hand 
we watched his favorite soaps on TV 
that afternoon. 

Diagnosed 
with KS in Jan¬ 
uary, Bob used 
the remainder of 
his time on 
earth to help 
others with 
AIDS and to 
educate the 
public about the 
disease through 
speaking engagements at church 
groups. He found much love and sup¬ 
port from his friends at the AIDS 
Project of the East Bay where he also 
served as a volunteer. 

Right through to the end, he was 
more concerned about taking care of 
others than looking out for himself. 
I had on many occasions told him 
that he handled having AIDS better 
than I handle life without it. 

Bob dies at the age of 43, having 
moved to San Francisco in 1982 from 
York, Penn. He lived most recently in 
Berkeley. He had been employed by 
the Bank of California for the past 
four years. He had served on the 
Community Advisory Board in San 
Francisco, tutored immigrant stu¬ 
dents at Stockton Elementary 
School, was an active volunteer of St. 
Francis Lutheran Church, and serv¬ 
ed as a volunteer for the AIDS Pro¬ 
ject of the East Bay. Together we had 
marched with this contingent in the 
Gay Pride Parade; this was to be our 
grand finale as a couple in public. 


Bob is survived by his lover, Jeffrey 
Hyatt of San Francisco; by his 
parents Charles and Betty; by his 
sons Brian and Steve; and by his 
brothers Tom and Bill, all of York. 

Bob’s ashes were returned to York 
for services held July 12.

Douglas DeYoung, a powerful gay 
political consultant and one of the 
founders of the Calvary Metropolitan 
Community Church in Redwood 
City, died on Saturday, July 12, of 
AIDS in his Belmont home. He was 
52. 

DeYoung was a member of the 
California and San Mateo County 
Democratic Party central committees 
and the Alice B. Toklas Gay Demo¬ 
cratic club. In addition to the Calvary 
MCC, DeYoung founded the Society 
for Individual Rights. He was also ac¬ 
tive in raising money for AIDS re¬ 
search. In December, he went before 
the San Mateo County Board of 
Supervisors to support a $5,000 
county donation to a regional AIDS 
education program. It was then that 
DeYoung told Belmont officials and 
politicians that he had AIDS. 

DeYoung was involved in the elec¬ 
tion campaigns of San Francisco 
Mayor Dianne Feinstein, Rep. Don 
Edwan’s (D-San Jose), Rep. Tom Lan- 
tos (D-Burlingame), and San Mateo 
County Sup. Tom Nolan. The San 
Mateo County Board of Supervisors 
and the Belmont City Council 
honored him for his continued public 
service in addition to Lantos, Sen. 
Alan Cranston, and Lt. Gov. Leo 
McCarthy. 

Funeral services will be held on 
Saturday at the Calvary MCC at 
2 p.m. DeYoung will be buried in 
Wakefield, Kansas, where his mother 
lives. • 




A.B. 3667 Passes; 
Sent to Gov. 

The California State Senate has given final approval to AB 
3667, by Assemblyman Art Agnos (D-S.F.), which declares 
that current state handicap discrimination laws apply to those 
with AIDS. 

“For years Californians have had an effective and strong 
system to deal rationally and on a medically sound basis with 
job-related handicaps,” Agnos said. “The public and those 
affected by AIDS deserve the reassurance that this system will 
be put to work as we face the greatest health crisis in our state.” 


The bill now goes to Gov. 
George Deukmejian for signa¬ 
ture. 

Chris Bowman, president of 
Concerned Republicans for In¬ 
dividual Rights, stated: “The [six 
Republican] votes demonstrate 
the increasing influence of les¬ 
bian and gay Republicans with¬ 
in the Republican Party. Con¬ 
cerned Republicans, the Log 
Cabin Clubs of Southern Califor¬ 
nia, and CIRCL-PAC—the gay 
Republican PAC, all actively lob¬ 
bied Republican members of the 
state Senate on AB 3667. The 
fruit of our efforts is that even 
H.L. Richardson chose not to 
vote against AB 3667.” 

The bill passed with the full 
support of the California Manu¬ 
facturers Association, the Cali¬ 
fornia Medical Association, Cali¬ 
fornia Hospital Association, 
California Nurses Association, 
American Red Cross, and Health 
Officers Association, according 
to Agnos. 


“While the Department of 
Health Services indicates that 
AIDS is not a disease transmitted 
in the workplace, the department 
also cautions that AIDS discrimi¬ 
nation is harming the state pro¬ 
gram to combat this disease,” 
said Agnos. 

The Department of Fair Em¬ 
ployment and Housing currently 
is handling AIDS discrimination 
complaints based on their inter¬ 
pretation that current state hand¬ 
icap laws apply, and the Legis¬ 
lative Counsel has issued an opi¬ 
nion holding that the current 
state law is applicable. 

The number of complaints 
currently on file with the depart¬ 
ment is about ten, according to 
department Deputy Director for 
Enforcement Mike Vader. The 
number of pending complaints in 
Los Angeles and San Francisco, 
where similar ordinances have 
been better publicized, totals 
about 70. 

AB 3667 also has provisions 
which declare that current state 


law compensating victims of 
crimes for the harm inflicted on 
them may be used to compensate 
any crime victim who develops 
AIDS as a result of a crime. 

In addition, AB3667 updates 
two portions of current state law 
on the AIDS antibody test, and 
would now allow the test results 
to be included in a patient’s 
medical record, as well as allow¬ 
ing a parent or guardian to give 
consent for a minor child or men¬ 
tally incompetent adult to be 
tested in the interest of patient 
care. 

The California declaration 
that handicap laws apply to those 
with AIDS follows similar judge¬ 
ments by several states, including 
Missouri, New York, Texas, Flo¬ 
rida, Washington, and Oregon. •

Rent Can Be A 
Gay Rights Issue 

by Charles Linebarger 

Ralph Payne didn't become involved in gay politics until 
the attempted recall of Mayor Dianne Feinstein in 1983. But 
when he did, he jumped in head first. He organized volunteers 
to work the corner of 18th Street and Castro to sign gays up 
to vote. He also organized fundraisers for the mayor's cam¬ 
paign. 


Payne doesn’t shilly shally in 
his support for Feinstein. “I hap¬ 
pen to believe that Dianne Fein¬ 
stein is one of the best friends of 
the lesbian and gay community 
in the United States,” said Payne. 
“She, long before it was fash¬ 
ionable, supported interests im¬ 
portant to our community. She 
was the first politician in San 
Francisco to do so. In 1972, she 
wrote the first gay rights or¬ 
dinance in the United States (San 
Francisco’s),” he said. 

Even before becoming involv¬ 
ed in Feinstein’s fight against the 
recall, Payne had been involved 
as an activist in neighborhood 
and housing issues for years. In 
1980, Payne was appointed to the 
city’s Rent Arbitration Board. At 
the time, he admits, the mayor 
did not yet know that he was a gay 
man. 

This year he was elected presi¬ 
dent of the Rent Board. “The 
most significant thing that has 
occurred during my tenure on 
the Rent Board,” said Payne, 
“has been the preservation of 
artist live-work places. The city 
Planning Department wants to 
remove those tenancies from the 
protection of the rent control 
ordinance. This is probably 
1,500-3,500 units, and these are 
basically artists who have 
unusual space and lighting re¬ 
quirements. Many lesbians and 
gay men live in those units.” 

Payne also explained that part 
of his job on the Rent Board is 
helping to insure that there are 
lesbian and gay hearing officers. 
“These are the people who hear 
the individual rental dispute 
cases.” The Rent Board is also 
becoming more vigilant around 
the area of evictions and AIDS, 
said Payne. 

Payne explained the way the 
Rent Board works. “(We) are an 
appellate board. Initially, the rent 
hearings are done by a hearing 
officer. Then if either side re¬ 
quests, they can appeal to the 
Rent Board. I chair the appeal 
hearings.” 


The 1979 city rent control law, 
which the Rent Board imple¬ 
ments, sets a 4 percent annual 
ceiling on rent increases for 
residences in the city. 

“I think it’s important to 
recognize,” said Payne, “that this 
is a city that has always welcom¬ 
ed newcomers. Today many of 
these newcomers are gay people, 
renters. And both renters and 
homeowners have rights and 
responsibilities. I think it’s well- 
known that across this country 
the revitalization of blighted 
urban areas has been pioneered 
by gay homeowners. And in San 
Francisco it’s no secret that the 
efforts of individual working peo¬ 
ple has led to the revitalization of 
the Upper Market, Western Ad¬ 
dition, Haight-Ashbury and Mis¬ 
sion Districts. This has some¬ 
times caused stress to the ex¬ 
isting environment. That’s why a 
balance has become necessary 
between the interests of proper¬ 
ty owners and renters.” 

Payne, who is 39 this week, was 
born in London, grew up in 
Detroit, married and is now 
separated from his wife. He has 
a 19-year-old daughter. 

He also has many interests in 
the community in addition to be¬ 
ing president of the Rent Board. 
He is co-chair of California CAN 
(Community AIDS Network), an 
organization now working on 
defeating the LaRouche Initia¬ 
tive. “We also lobby for pro¬ 
gressive AIDS legislation,” said 
Payne. 

Payne is also the vice-president 
of the Stonewall Democratic 
Club. He is on the board of direc¬ 
tors of the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation, and is a founding 
member of the Mobilization 
Against AIDS. In addition, he is 
a founding member of the gay 
PAC, (Bay Area Non-Partisan 
Alliance), and sits on the advisory 
Qommittee for the rehabilitation 
of prisoners at San Quentin 
Prison. • 


Torn Horn 

Going to Bat For 
The Home Team

One of the biggest catchphrases in San Francisco these days 
is “You Gotta Like These Kids.” This is not a new slogan for 
NAMBLA, but instead the new baseball marketing slogan for 
Destiny’s Darlings of the National League, the first place San 
Francisco Giants. 

While the Giants usually draw a gigantic ho-hum from 
many in San Francisco’s gay community (as they did for many 
years from many in the city’s fickle straight community), 
there is one prominent gay person busily involved in the proc¬ 
ess of trying to keep the baseball team from moving to Denver, 
Phoenix, or maybe Azusa or Redwood City. 


He is attorney Tom Horn, a 
member of Mayor Dianne Fein¬ 
stein’s committee looking into the 
possibility of a new stadium at the 
corner of Seventh and Townsend 
Streets. Horn’s participation on 
this board is not, however, a 
courtesy to the mayor, who hap¬ 
pens to be a good friend. 

Instead, Horn’s participation 
stems from a lifelong love of 
baseball. Of course, there is an¬ 
other reason too. Horn feels keep¬ 
ing the Giants, long-time losers on 
the field and at the gate, is vital 
to the image of San Francisco. 

“We’re trying to/portray our 
city as a world-class city,” said 
Horn. And even if some people 
aren’t interested in baseball, there 
are many others who feel that hav¬ 
ing a major league baseball team 
is just as important as having an 
opera company or a synmphony 
orchestra. 

“We would be appalled if the 
San Francisco Opera moved to 
Los Angeles,” Horn added, “The 
same should be true about the 
Giants moving to some other 
city.” 

And that, friends, is a statement 
courtesy of Tom Horn, the presi¬ 
dent of the Board of Trustees of 
the San Francisco War Memorial 
and Performing Arts Center. 

Horn’s participation on the 
stadium committee is symbolic of 
his versatile service to San Fran¬ 
cisco. But baseball and opera 
aren’t the only kinds of commit¬ 


tees the likeable 40-year-old at¬ 
torney has served. He has been a 
member of the Mayor’s Select 
Task Force on Handgun Control, 
the Board of Directors for the 
Kaposi’s Sarcoma Education and 
Research Foundation, the May¬ 
or’s Youth Guidance Center Com¬ 
mittee, the Mayor’s Vietnam 
Veterans War Memorial Task 
Force, and the Board of Directors 
of the San Francisco School of the 
Arts Foundation. 

Not all of these groups are con¬ 
cerned with gay political causes. 
That’s the way Horn likes things. 
But it doesn’t mean he’s asham¬ 
ed of being gay. 

“The bottom line,” he says, “is 
that I am a lawyer and a commis¬ 
sioner who happens to be gay, not 
a gay lawyer and commissioner. 

“I have never been on the cut¬ 
ting edge of the gay movement,” 
he added. “I have enormous re¬ 
spect for those who are on that 
cutting edge, but I’ve never felt 
that was my role to play. I have an 
interest in a lot of different things. 
Of course, the problem with La¬ 
Rouche is going to keep us all 
busy, but I still have a lot of dif¬ 
ferent activities keeping me busy 
that are not gay, too.” 

And, as evidenced by the dif¬ 
ferent boards he serves, people 
seem to come to him for help 
about issues that are not gay 
simply because they know Horn is 
a problem-solver. An organization 
called the Youth Guidance Center 
provides the perfect example. 




“The YGC had a bad facility 
and they had a problem getting a 
new one,” Horn remembered. 
“They asked me to help looking 
into what could be done to solve 
the problem and get a new facili¬ 
ty. I was only too happy to help 
because I guess I’ve always liked 
to solve problems. I listened to all 
the arguments for various facili¬ 
ties and then offered my sugges¬ 
tion.” 

Solving problems is a family 
tradition with Horn, a native of 
New Mexico. His relatives have 
always been involved in some sort 
of community work. His uncle was 
the speaker of the New Mexico 
House of Representatives. His fa¬ 
ther is a land developer who 
recently donated a new opera 
house to the city of Santa Fe. 
Horn, however, is the first in the 
family to become an attorney. 

“It started with Perry Mason 
when I was a kid,” he said. “Usu¬ 
ally I had to be asleep by the time 
that show came on television, but 
my mom knew how much I liked 
it, so she sent me to bed early and 
then would wake me up when it 
came on.” 

From those early addictions to 
Erie Stanley Gardiner sprang an 
attorney with a thriving criminal 
defense practice. Horn said that 
while many of his cases are not 
necessarily gay in theme—for ex¬ 
ample cases involving tenant- 
landlord disputes or suits against 
small businesses—he does pick 
up many gay-oriented cases. 

“I have an interest in the mili¬ 
tary legal system,” he said. 
“There are a lot of cases coming 
in right now involving young gays 
and lesbians that need attention.” 

Horn said that he has received 
many calls concerning possible 
discrimmination cases. He has 
handled some of them and has 
given some free legal advice on 
others. But he added that he has 
also referred many cases to other 
gay and lesbian attorneys. 

He’s not forgetting his roots, ei¬ 
ther. Horn has been seen in many 
powerful circles in the Democrat¬ 
ic Party, constantly talking up the 
gay community to the likes of Jim¬ 
my Carter, Walter Mondale, and 
Alan Cranston. He was one of the 
important people helping Fein¬ 
stein plan the 1984 Democratic 
Convention. 

No one knows for sure, but 
Feinstein has probably looked— 
on more than one occasion—at 
the community service Horn has 
rendered to San Francisco and 
said, “You gotta like that kid!”

Approximately 100 indi¬ 
viduals, many of them lesbians and gay men, staged a simul¬ 
taneous counter-demonstration in support of Budapest. 

According to Rowan Fairgrove, from Covenant of the God¬ 
dess, a national network of witchcraft devotees, Budapest’s 
talk was “purely educational—a slideshow on the goddess as 
she has been worshipped through history and information on 
the religion of witchcraft today.” 




Opponents maintained that 
the lecture, sponsored by the San¬ 
ta Teresa branch of the San Jose 
Public Library, represented an 
unconstitutional use of city funds 
to support a religious activity. 
The library paid Budapest $50 
for the talk. 

“Witchcraft is a religion, so 
it’s not right for the city to pay 
her,” said Paul Sillas, a San Jose 
homemaker and member of the 
Community Christian Church 
who organized the protest with 
assistance from local evangelical 
congregations. 

At the request of Sillas and her 
supporters, San Jose city council 
member Lu Ryden had asked the 
City Attorney’s Office earlier in 
the week to block Budapest’s lec¬ 
ture, according to the San Jose 
Mercury-News. Chief Deputy 
City Attorney Sandra Fox ruled 
that the program was education¬ 
al in intent and therefore legally 
permitted. 

Lt. Richard Vizzusi of the San 
Jose Police Department estimat¬ 
ed that Budapest’s talk attracted 
one thousand protestors. The de¬ 
partment assigned ninteen offi¬ 
cers to the event. “It’s been real 
peaceful. There have been no 
problems,” Vizzusi said. 

Protest organizer Sillas said 
the large turn-out “shows that 
Christians have united togeth¬ 
er—and not just Christians, but 
concerned parents and tax¬ 
payers—that we can stand to¬ 
gether against something like 
this.” 

Most of the protestors 
gathered in front of the library 
building. One group of approx¬ 
imately 75 Christians formed a 
circle at the entrance, reciting 
prayers and singing hymns. 


A circle of nearly 50 coun¬ 
ter-demonstrators chanted the 
names of the goddess nearby, 
drawing nervous glances from 
the fundamentalist protestors. 

Inside the lecture hall, Buda¬ 
pest presented her lecture with¬ 
out disruption. According to Jan 
Houston, a Budapest aide, the 
first fifteen minutes were grant¬ 
ed to statements from the opposi¬ 
tion. 

“The speakers were Christian 
and Bible types. There was very 
little real concern about separa¬ 
tion of church and state. It was 
mostly (complaints about) evil¬ 
doers and witches and satanists,” 
Houston said. 

According to Budapest, oppo¬ 
sition to her talk represents part 
of a mounting right wing attack 
on civil liberties. 

“This protest is in the same 
historical picture as telling us 
what to do in the bedroom and 
telling us what books to read. It’s 
the same straight-jacketing of the 
mind of America,” she said. 

Owen Rowley, an openly-gay 
witch from Palo Alto who joined 
the counter-demonstrators out¬ 
side the library, agreed with 
Budapest. 

“Protests like this by Christian 
groups and the new religious 
Right are indicative of a new In¬ 
quisition. These people are here 
to stop the dissemination of 
knowledge,” he said. 

Rowley added that none of the 
Christian protestors appeared to 
be aware of Budapest’s involve¬ 
ment in the lesbian and feminist 
community. 

“It’s probably just as well. 
They’re uninformed on so many 
different issues,” he said. •

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Stanford, Kaiser 
Join in Drug Trials 

Stanford University School of Medicine and Kaiser- 
Permanente Medical Center in San Francisco are among 14 
medical institutions selected for a nationwide research pro¬ 
gram to find a drug treatment for AIDS, federal officials an¬ 
nounced June 30 in Washington, D.C. The $100 million five- 
year study, funded by the National Institute of Allergy and 
Infectious Disease (NIAID), could enroll as many as 1,000 pa¬ 
tients in the next six months, said NIAID director Dr. Anthony 
Fauci at a Washington press conference. Approximately 50 pa¬ 
tients are expected to be involved in the $8.1 million Stanford 
segment of the study during the first year, researchers said. 



Those patients are expected to 
be treated in an experimental 
ward at Stanford University Hos¬ 
pital, at an AIDS clinic to be 
established at the Stanford 
University Clinic, and with the 
cooperation of Kaiser-Permanen- 
te Medical Center in San Fran¬ 
cisco, said Dr. Thomas Merigan, 
Becker professor of medicine and 
principal project investigator at 
Stanford. 

The researchers hope to test 
one or two promising experimen¬ 
tal drugs against AIDS each year 
of the study, said Merigan, head 
of Stanford’s division of infec¬ 
tious diseases and an expert in vi¬ 
ral diseases who pioneered early 
studies of interferon as an anti¬ 
viral agent. 

Although the primary goal is 
to identify an effective thera¬ 
peutic strategy against AIDS, 
other objectives of the study are 
to learn more about the basic 
biology of the AIDS virus and its 
effects on the immune system. 


“Iam very enthusiastic about 
this effort,” Merigan said. 
“These five years are going to be 
a critical time in which science 
can help bring this disease under 
control.” However, he cautioned 
that this is just a beginning— 
there is no drug yet proven effec¬ 
tive against AIDS. 

The new AIDS Treatment 
Evaluation Units will concentrate 
on testing drugs that in labora¬ 
tory studies or in preliminary 
clinical trials have shown poten¬ 
tial to inhibit growth of the AIDS 
virus or have shown promise on 
bolstering the weakened immune 
system. 

The drugs most likely to be 
tested in the first year of the 
study are ribivarin, azidothymi- 
dine, interferon alpha, foscarnet, 
HPA-23, and possibly dideoxycy- 
tidine, officials at the NIAID 
said. Many of these drugs, such 
as HPA-23, act by inhibiting a 
crucial enzyme—reverse trans¬ 
criptase—that the AIDS virus 


uses to reproduce itself, Merigan 
said. Others, such as interferon, 
may stimulate the immune sys¬ 
tem. 

Nine of the AIDS Treatment 
Evaluation Units will also be 
testing drugs to control the op¬ 
portunistic infections and can¬ 
cers that develop in AIDS pa¬ 
tients, according to NIAID. Stan¬ 
ford will not be participating in 
that segment of the program, 
Merigan said. 

The overall research program, 
he added, is designed to be flexi¬ 
ble, so that if promising new 
agents are identified they can be 
brought into the testing phase as 
quickly as possible. 

The initial studies will deter¬ 
mine safe dosages and side ef¬ 


fects, while later studies will 
assess long-term effects in con¬ 
trolled therapeutic studies of pa¬ 
tients with AIDS as well as those 
with ARC (AIDS-related com¬ 
plex), a less severe condition 
caused by the same virus. 

Scientists from the 14 research 
groups around the country will 
meet regularly and will be able to 
share research findings through 
computer links. “By tying to¬ 
gether clinical research groups 
with a commitment to exchange 
information, it should be a strong 
step forward in trying to unders¬ 
tand this illness,” said Dr. George 
Matula, consultant in infectious 
disease at Kaiser-Permanente in 
San Francisco. 

He pointed out that the num¬ 


ber of patients involved will be 
limited at first but that as infor¬ 
mation is acquired, a broader 
base of patients may be studied. 
In order to get the information 
that is needed, patients must be 
carefully selected for such trials, 
he said. “Not all patients are 
good candidates for any given 
drug.” 

Other institutions selected for 
AIDS Treatment Evaluation 
Units are San Francisco General 
Hospital, University of Southern 
California, University of Califor¬ 
nia at Los Angeles, University of 
California at San Diego, Univer¬ 
sity of Washington, University of 
Texas in Houston, University of 
Miami School of Medicine, Johns 
Hopkins Hospital in Baltimore, 
University of Pittsburgh, New 
York University, Memorial Hos¬ 
pital for Cancer and Allied Dis¬ 
ease in New York, University of 
Rochester Medical Center, and 
Massachusetts General Hospital 
in Boston. •

Swinney told the Bay Area 
Reporter that when he returned 
to work May 1, “they had nothing 
for me to do.” Swinney’s doctor 
had certified that he was fully 
capable of performing the duties 
of his usual job. 

Despite assurances by Pleas¬ 
anton Warden Rob Roberts that 
the matter would be worked out, 
Swinney found himself on June 
16 reassigned to the Prison Bu¬ 
reau’s Community Outreach of¬ 
fice as a mail clerk. 

“I walked into that office and 
it was two desks, both occupied, 
in a small room,” said Swinney, 
“and the supervisor told me she 
didn’t need me, didn’t want me, 
and there was no room for me 
there.” 

Swinney then requested a 
leave of absence from the bureau. 
But his request was immediately 
denied by personnel director Tim 
McAfee. According to Swinney, 
McAfee refused to give him a 
reason for denying his request for 
leave and simply told Swinney to 
“work in that office or we’ll fire 
you.” 

On July 10, Swinney, who grad¬ 
uated in the top 10 percent of his 
training class, was fired by 
McAfee. The personnel director 
refused to discuss the matter with 
him, said Swinney, other than to 
tell him he was not being fired 
because he had AIDS but be¬ 
cause he had refused to accept 
the new job. 

According to Swinney, McAfee 
told him he had 30 days to appeal 
the firing, “but he said ‘It won’t 
do you any good, all our bases are 
covered.’” 

Swinney accused the federal 
agency of railroading him out of 
his job. “Where they put me was 
just to get me mad enough to 
leave,” he said. “They wanted to 
get rid of me because they’re 
scared to have someone with 
AIDS.” 

McAfee was unavailable for 
comment. But Charles Young, 
public information officer for the 
western regional office of the 
Federal Bureau of Prisons, told 
B.A.R. that Swinney was not let 
go because he had AIDS. “He 
was let go because he didn’t take 
the new job assignment.”

Young denied that Swinney 
was given the mail clerk job to 
push him into resigning. 

Young explained that the po¬ 
licy of the Prison Bureau was to 
isolate inmates and staff with 
AIDS. “Our policy is not to mix 
them [people with AIDS] with in¬ 
mates because inmates get anx- 
ous about AIDS. Inmate unrest 
would cause trouble in running 
the institution,” he said. 

Swinney said he had never had 
any trouble from inmates at 
Pleasanton, two-thirds of whom 
are women in the medium securi¬ 
ty facility. •

effort to introduce anti-porn 
legislation in San Francisco. 

FACT and ACLU have lobbied 
in other areas of the country, 
sometimes successfully. Voters in 
Maine rejected an anti-porn 
referendum on June 10 which 
would have provided heavy fines 
and jail terms for sellers of por¬ 
nography. It was alleged by con¬ 
servative Christian sponsors that 
viewing pornography can cause 
people to commit sex crimes. Op¬ 


ponents argued that the initiative 
would cause chaos as the word 
“obscenity” was not defined, 
allowing local police much lee¬ 
way. However, Arizona now has an 
anti-porn law that includes a fine 
up to $1.37 million and North 
Carolina has set up a new state 
task force to censor materials 
thought to be obscene. 

Frustration mounts among civ¬ 
il libertarians with the release of 
the Meese report and adoption in 
California of a new definition of 
obscenity. It appears that local 
politicians and police officers 
will still often determine if there 
is to be a crackdown on por¬ 
nography. 


Those turning to the U.S. Su¬ 
preme Court for guidance on 
First Amendment rights and por¬ 
nography have had difficulty. 
While the court rejected the In¬ 
dianapolis law, it recently ruled 
that in New York the police need 
no specific evidence of criminali¬ 
ty in order to seize books and vid¬ 
eo tapes. In another action it held 
that the city of Renton, Washing¬ 
ton could require the owner of a 
downtown adult theater to move 
his operation to the edge of town 
in an industrial area. Future 
High Court decisions may fur¬ 
ther define what legal protections 
there are for those who wish to 
avail themselves of sexually ex¬ 
plicit materials. •

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Cruse:

You say you don’t read comic 
books? You say that cartoons are 
kids’ stuff and don’t deal with 
the issues of the real world? 
Guess again. 

The work of Howard Cruse, 
cartoonist extraordinaire who has 
subtly enhanced underground 
comix for years and who has 
created the most profound car¬ 
toons ever dealing with homosex¬ 
uality, is not to be missed, even by 
those who would normally sneer 
at “funny books.’’ 

Not that his work isn’t funny. 

It is very comical, and thought¬ 
ful and mature, and incredibly 
well drawn. Cruse’s work has ap¬ 
peared in some of the best alter¬ 
native comics since the mid-70s 
and has graced the pages of pro¬ 
minent magazines such as Play¬ 
boy, Heavy Metal, the Village 
Voice, Christopher Street and 
many others. For Howard Cruse 
has the rare gift of being able to 
make us laugh and cry and learn 
basic truths, just by drawing lines 
on paper. 

As the founding editor of Gay 
Comix, Howard Cruse created a 
forum for gay and lesbian artists 
to express inner feelings and 
humor that were neglected by 
media heavily stifled by sex and 
politics (or the fear of same). 
Cruse’s own efforts in Gay Com¬ 
ix and with Wendel may very well 
go down in cartooning history as 
some of the most enlightening, 
humanistic work in the entire 
field. 

His story “Billy Goes Out” (in 
Gay Comix #1X for instance, was 
a breakthrough on many levels. A 
simple story about a young gay 
male out for a night of cruising 
and anonymous sex in pre-AIDS 
New York, it takes us through all 
of the old watering holes: the 
crowded “meat market” bars; 
the steamy back rooms; the 
brush-off encounters with other 
wandering souls. Illuminating 
these casual events are a series of - 
thought balloons that picture Bil¬ 
ly’s true feelings about the mo¬ 
ment—and his life—and which 
reveal that he is, in fact, a lost 
romantic only wanting to make 
contact, but afraid to do it. 

With “Billy Goes Out,’’ 
Howard Cruse showed that be¬ 
hind the shallow facade of the 
cruising mentality were real peo¬ 
ple with real hopes and fears. 
Quite an achievement for a se¬ 
ven-page comic strip, but an 
achievement Cruise has repeated 
again and again in Wendel. 

Wendel is another young male 
dealing with the pluses and mi¬ 
nuses of being gay in today’s socie¬ 
ty. Also starting with bar-going 
game-playing and its high and 
low points, Cruse has taken Wen¬ 
del into the much more universal 
world that comes with relating to 
people as people. Wendel’s world 
is supplemented by his wonder¬ 
fully understanding parents, up¬ 
tight and fearful employers, 
straight and outrageous friends, 
and a lover complete with ex-wife 
and impressionable son. In short, 
Wendel is about life in the real 
world and is, for that reason, val-

there was a world as crazy—and 
much more positive—than the 
work that surrounded it in Snarf 
Comix Book, Bizarre Sex; and in 
three solo issues of Barefootz. 
More subtle than most under¬ 
ground humor, Barefootz was 
still chock-full of imagination 
and fun. After all, when did 
Charlie Brown ever have to deal 
with sexual voraciousness, the 
mysteries of the unknown, or a 
horde of hard-partying cock¬ 
roaches? 

“In underground comix, the 
artist enjoys total freedom,” 
Cruse says, “which in the world 
of comic books is a radical thing. 
It shouldn’t be, because it’s the 
same kind of freedom that in oth¬ 
er artistic fields is enjoyed and 
taken for granted.” 

Cruse, however, was not a fan- 
boy anxious to get into the no¬ 
torious undergrounds. Rather, he 
was invited to contribute by 
Denis Kitchen of Kitchen Sink 
Press, who has shown an uncan¬ 
ny knack for choosing some of 
comicdom’s top talent to groom 
for high aspirations. As under¬ 
ground comix have declined, 


id for gay and nongay readers 
alike. 

The humanity in Cruse’s car¬ 
toon world is unusual, even from 
the realm of underground comix 
which, despite a spirit of ta¬ 
boo-breaking and social con¬ 
sciousness, was still comparative¬ 
ly sensationalistic and homopho¬ 
bic. How did a preacher’s son 
from a small town in Alabama go 
through the rebellion of under¬ 
ground cartooning to become an 
analyst of the human condition 
with his work in Wendel and Gay 
Comix? “I guess you’d say I was 
trying to find a way to reflect my 
personality on paper,” Cruse 
says. 

This writer’s first exposure to 
Howard Cruse was through the 
cutest character in under¬ 
grounds, Barefootz (a collection 
of which has recently been put 
out by Renegade Press). As tight¬ 
ly drawn and written as any news¬ 
paper comic strip, at first glance 
I dismissed the work because it 
seemed so tight-assed in com¬ 
parison to the wild cartoons of 
the late ’60s and early 70s. Upon 
closer scrutiny, I discovered that

many of Kitchen Sink’s artists 
have survived and prospered in 
the commercial market. 

“After you’ve shown that you 
can break taboos, so what?” 
Cruse says of the old comix. “It’s 
like a kid learning to say a dirty 
word, and then you say it and you 
say it and you say it, and it be¬ 
comes boring. Underground 
comix began to mutate into a 
more serious form in dealing 
with social issues. One of the 
most valuable contributions of 
underground comix is the ex¬ 
ploring of the inner life of people 
and the autobiographical com¬ 
ics.” 

Howard’s penchant toward 
“real-life” situations goes back 
to his earliest exposure to comics, 
as does his sense of sociological 
and political fair play: He was 
more influenced by the egalitar¬ 
ian stores in Little Lulu and Carl 
Barks Dme k thawhe-was 

By* Superman and the Fantastic 
Four. And as the noted feminist 
cartoonist Trina Robbins has put 
it, “ Little Lulu taught girls [and 
other readers] how to think their 
way out of situations; superhe¬ 


roes teach boys how to fight when 
they can’t solve a problem.” To¬ 
day, both the Lulu and Barks 
stories are recognized as classic 
work. 

Unfortunately, most of the 
comics field is still dominated by 
superheroes, sexism, and mind¬ 
lessness; the commercial field 
doesn’t appeal to Howard Cruse. 
“I think the artistic Achilles heel 
of cartooning as we know it today 
is there’s a great deal of in¬ 
grained self-censorship,” Cruse 
says. “People don’t want to show 
their inner selves freely, they 
want to be liked. They want peo¬ 
ple to feel good and buy toys of 
their characters.” 

Instead, he says, he would rath¬ 
er ‘ ‘draw about life as it’s really 
lived—with that exaggerated 
twist that makes it cartooning, 
that makes it funny, or that 
makes things come together a lit¬ 
tle more clearly than they do in 
real life.” It was obviously for 
these reasons that he took the 
risk of coming out personally and 
professionally with Gay Comix in 
1980. 

“It was a challenge to me, be¬ 
cause it really caused me to take 
seriously that introspective, auto¬ 
biographical honesty people be¬ 
fore me had done in under¬ 
ground comix and to say, ‘Okay, 
let’s quit pretenses—-let’s talk 
about life as it is.’ And life as it 
is is that 10 percent of the popu¬ 
lation is gay, and most people 
who are not gay don’t know any¬ 
thing about the people who are. 
So the idea with Gay Comix was 
both for gay people to draw for 
other gay people and for them to 
draw work that nongay people 
could read, to discover a little bit 
about the interior of gay men and 
lesbians and to discover the reali¬ 
ty that people are people.” 

Cruse apparently has a lot rid¬ 
ing on the paperback collection 
of his. Wendel strips. The feature 
was pulled from the Advocate 
when they changed their format 
this year, but Cruse says, “I’d like 
to see ‘Wendel’ return to some 
form or other, but I’d really have 
to be able to make a living doing 
it.” He says he is now in a transi¬ 
tional period and is even contem¬ 
plating writing and other pro¬ 
jects (theater was a big influence 
on him in college) that don’t in¬ 
clude the art of illustration. 

Speaking of his hopes for Wen¬ 
del, Cruse concludes, “I hope 
people will get past their feeling 
that, if it’s about a gay person, 
it’s not for them. After all. I’m a 
gay person, and I see movies 
about nongay people all the time, 
and I do just fine in understand¬ 
ing them. I think probably it can 
go the other way, too.” •

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How Do You Make A Whore 
Mona Lisa?

“Work and life are two things I learn from,” 
says Cathy Tyson, who makes a smashing debut 
in Neil Jordan’s Mona Lisa. She’s like a sponge 
in the shape of an octopus, soaking up informa¬ 
tion while her tentacles reach out in all directions 
in search of more. 

“I want to try to explore worlds I don’t nor¬ 
mally go into,” is her explanation of why, now 
that she’s “not scared to be aggressive,” she 
would like to play the wimpy secretary in love 
with the obnoxious woman she works for in Ten¬ 
nessee Williams’ one-act play Something 
Unspoken , which was done in Studio Rhinocer¬ 
os last March. Having been turned on to Wil¬ 
liams by a friend in her home town of Liverpool, 
she’s eager to do some of his plays. The character 
of Baby Doll is another that interests her. 

Only 21 and married to poet Craig Charles, 
Tyson has already explored the lesbian world in 
Mona Lisa. As Simone, her tendencies come as 
a surprise to George (Bob Hoskins), the small¬ 
time hood working as her driver, but they’re 
telegraphed to us early on when she asks him to 
find her 15-year-old girlfriend. Most audiences 
appear to catch on before George, she says, but 
she’s not sure if they were intended to, “It’s 
whatever you make of it yourself, isn’t it?” 

Simone’s lover was already a prostitute and 
drug addict before the older woman came on the 
scene. “She wanted to take her under her wing,” 
Tyson says of her character. “In that life you 
might as well be an animal.” Through a com¬ 
bination of strength of character and lucky 
breaks Simone became upwardly mobile in the 
profession. When the film opens she’s a high- 
priced call girl working in mansions and posh 
hotels, but desperate to bring her lover up with 
her: “If you last a year and a half on that street 
you’re lucky.” 

In the “victimless” crime of prostitution, the 
prostitutes themselves are often the victims of 
vicious pimps who beat them and get them 
hooked on drugs to keep them submissive. Pre¬ 
tending to be part of this world was “painful” 
for t le young actress. “I got involved in it. We 
all did. I never got so involved in a play. I mean 
I didn’t get mental —I could go home and relax, 
but I could’t leave it behind completely.” 

Tyson is not as knowledgeable about the 
streets as the woman she portrays. In fact, she’s 
burning with curiosity about the film’s accuracy. 
“I’d like to hear some responses from people in 
that life.” 

The above is a combination of my speculation 
and Tyson’s, gleaned with great difficulty in a 
too-brief interview. She’d be a charming person 
to have a casual conversation with, but it’s hard 
to get her to focus on specific questions when 
she’s worn out from too many interviews. 

For instance, in comparing Mona Lisa to My 
Beautiful Launderette, which Tyson hasn’t seen, 


I explain that both are about Third World gay 
people in contemporary London rising above 
their class through illegal activities. 

“Was he Third World?” Tyson interrupts. 

I reply that Omar (Gordon Warnecke in 
Launderette) is Pakistani. 

“But he was born in England?” 

“I think so.” 

“Then he’s English-Fakistani. He’s not Third 
World.” She goes on to laugh about politically 
correct euphemisms, recalling one that was 
something like “‘sisters of alternative color.’ 
They’re trying not to say ‘black.” but there’s 
nothing wrong with it.” 

We never get back to Launderette or Thatcher 
economics, but another tangent leads to a 
discussion of flags. She doesn’t like the British 
flag. “It’s a symbol of colonialism,” she says. 

“Ours,” replies your loyal American reporter, 
“is a symbol of...” 

“Fuck-ups,” Tyson interjects, apologizing as 
she does every time she says “fuck.” 

“ ... trying to run the world,” I conclude 
weakly, wishing I had used her line. We agree 
that neither country is perfect. 

The Mona Lisa publicity states that Tyson “is 
the niece of American actress Cicely Tyson.” She 
isn’t. “My family originated in Grenada and so 
did hers, but she was born in the U.S.,” says the 
younger, fairer-skinned Tyson. She adds that 
because of the coincidence of time and place the 
family has always suspected a connection, that 
they may be distantly related, but they don’t 
know for sure. She’s never met Cicely Tyson, but 
would love to. 

“I was brought up with me mum who was a 
social worker, in a cosmopolitan, working class 
area of Liverpool.” She says Letter to Brezhnev 
gives some idea of her childhood surroundings. 
She was fascinated by the mix of cultures, of peo¬ 
ple “from Sierra Leone and exotic places in Af¬ 
rica who came to Liverpool and brought their 
cooking and all that with them ... It was a real 
interesting area to grow up in.” 

Though still quite young when fellow Liver¬ 
pudlians the Beatles broke up, Tyson has grown 
up worshipping them. It was a stroke of luck that 
her first film was executive produced by George 
Harrison and Denis O’Brien, partners in Hand¬ 
made Films. She is surprised to learn of a line 
in the closing credits—‘I didn’t stay for the 
credits’—that lists Richard Starkey, M.B.E. as 
Special Production Consultant after I point out 
that Starkey is Ringo Starr’s real name. 

She doesn’t know what his function was, but 
Ringo did come to the set with George one day, 
the only time she met either of them. “Nobody 
mobbed them. They gave them their space and

Read Eliot Before You See 'Cats'

It is doubtless news to no one 
at this late date that Cats, Andrew 
Lloyd Webber’s musical based on 
T.S. Eliot’s Old Possum’s Book of 
Practical Cats, opened on July 9 
at the Golden Gate Theater. All 
the papers in the Bay Area sent 
every critic available, regardless 
of his or her specialty. Flash 
bulbs popped, celebrities 
preened, and the whole event was 
afforded the same enthusiasm 
and reverence which greeted the 
founding of the United Nations, 
lo these many years ago. This 
once again proves the extraor¬ 
dinary Power of Hype, because in 
this most recent of its many lives, 
Cats is a spectacular production 
of a totally unmemorable play. 

It seems to me the problem is 
that Webber is a one-song com¬ 
poser. All of his major works, 
Evita, Jesus Christ Superstar, 
Song and Dance, etc., have only 
one memorable tune, the rest of 
the music serving as a mere 
framework for the Biggie. At least 
in Cats we’re not bludgeoned 
senseless by the Biggie, as was 
the case with “Don’t Cry for Me, 
Argentina.” We’re served little 
hints of “Memory,” which func¬ 
tion as pleas for patience, and 
finally presented with the whole 
shebang near the end in a chil¬ 
ling and quite beautiful perform¬

ance by Janene Lovullo. But how 
can you go wrong with Eliot’s 
wonderful poetry as lyrics? Well, 
one sure fire way is to present 
them incomprehensibly. I didn’t 
understand a word of the first 
half hour of Cats, no matter how 
hard I tried, and I was in the fifth 
row. Like any other theatergoer, 

I resent being made to work too 
hard for too little return. 

Actually, Cats, isn’t really a 
musical at all, as we have come to 
think of them. It has no plot to 
speak of. The evening centers 
around which of the Jellicle Cats 
will be chosen to ascend to Cat 
Heaven and thence to a new life. 
The identity of the lucky winner 
is pretty much a foregone conclu¬ 
sion, There’s not much tension 
there. The only other element of 
the show that resembles a play is 
the reminiscences of the Theater 
Cat, played wonderfully by Bill 
Carmichael. The rest of the even¬ 
ing is a sort of long, feline “Hey, 
Look me Over.” 

It might be more accurate to 
call Cats a vaudeville, a circus, or 
even simply an entertainment. As 
such, this production is a re¬ 
sounding success. 

Cats is a continual pleasure to 
the eye, if not to the ear. I’m sure 
all of you have read loving 
descriptions of the technical 
aspects of the show in the dailies, 
so I won’t burden you with yet 
another. Suffice it to say the in¬ 
tricately detailed, lovely set is 
continually fascinating, which 
can be a comfort during the first 
act which is at least 20 minutes 
too long. (For those of you who 
like to pick theatrical nits as 
much as I do, I point out the fact 
that set designer John Napier, 
who also did the glorious cos¬ 
tumes, has completely ignored 
the British nationality of the 
play.) The pyrotechnic lighting 
design by David Hersey is daz¬ 
zling. No makeup designer is 
credited, but whoever did it 
deserves a Tony and a half. In 
short, the whole thing is 
gorgeous. 

Cats has been directed by 
Trevor Nunn and choreographed 
by Gillian Lynne. As the entire 
production is danced, I’m puz¬ 
zled as to the exact nature of 
Nunn’s contribution, but Lynne’s 
is obvious enough. Although on 
the whole her work tends to be 
repetitive, she has taken good ad¬ 
vantage of a cast composed of 
trained classical dancers. The 
dancing is vivid, graceful, ath¬ 
letic, and there are individual 
performances that are top notch 
throughout, although some may 
take exception to Calvin Rems- 


berg as Old Deuteronomy who 
has a wonderful voice but is as 
feline as Queen Victoria. Deserv¬ 
ing of special mention are Todd 
Lester, Kelli Ann McNally, Dan¬ 
ny Rounds, Russell Warfield, and 
Mark Esposito, who brought the 
house down as Mr. Mistoffellees. 

So here are the scores on Cats, 
show fans: Spectacle-10, 
Performances-9, Lyrics-9 (when 
audible), Book-5, Music-2. If 
you attended the show, and 
according to the enormous ad¬ 
vance sales, most of you will, be 
prepared for a slow first act and 
a brilliant second, and by all 
means read Eliot’s original first. 
You’ll be glad you did. •

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Romeo and Juliet 
Revisited 


B ay Area balletomanes 
have had more exposure 
to Romeo and Juliet in 
recent years than any other full- 
length ballet except The Nut¬ 
cracker. Michael Smuin’s 
estimable Romeo and Juliet for 
the San Francisco Ballet has- 
been revived every couple of 
years since its premiere in 1976 
(it returns again next season), and 
American Ballet Theater has 
presented its Kenneth Mac¬ 
Millan version for the past two 
years in a row. Having recently ac¬ 
quired Romeo and Juliet from 
the Stuttgart Ballet in the version 
created by the late John Cranko, 
the Joffrey Ballet gave five per¬ 
formances of it at the end of the 
company’s engagement here last 
week. 

Unlike Tchaikovsky’s eminent¬ 
ly danceable ballet scores, Pro¬ 
kofiev did not compose Romeo 
and Juliet in cooperation with 
any particular choreographer. 
Prokofiev, self-motivated, com¬ 
posed musical scenes in adher¬ 
ence to Shakespeare’s scenario 
and the score was first perform¬ 
ed in concert, in 1935. Only in 
1940 was the score given a signifi¬ 
cant theatrical treatment, by 
Leonid Levrovsky for the Kirov 
Ballet. (Filmed in 1954 with Ga¬ 
lina Ulanoiva as Juliet, this Kirov 
version is widely available on 
videotape.) Some choreograph¬ 
ers, seeking greater latitude than 
Prokofiev allows, have found 
their musical impetus elsewhere. 
Antony Tudor made a very suc¬ 
cessful version for American Bal¬ 
let Theater, to selections from 
Frederick Delius, and many 
choreographers have tried using 
various Tchaikovsky’s “Romeo 
and Juliet Fantasy Overture.” 
(Kent Stowell of Seattle’s Pacific 
Northwest Ballet is currently 
creating his version to various 
Tchaikovsky selections, with 
designs by Ming Cho Lee, set for 
performance in June of 1987.) 

Beautiful, lyrical, haunting, 
but rhythmically ponderous, Pro¬ 
kofiev’s is still the score most 
choreographers prefer to use. Re¬ 
telling the story of the star- 
crossed lovers is never the chal¬ 
lenge in this case; we know the 
story anyway and Prokofiev has 
told it in airtight musical drama. 
The choreographic question is a 
stylistic one: not how best to tell 


the story, but who can make the 
story look the best. 

Cranko’s Romeo and Juliet is 
the oldest of the three versions 
recently performed in San Fran¬ 
cisco, and it seems that both Mac¬ 
Millan and Smuin improved up¬ 
on it. In MacMillan’s version we 
see a certain refinement in mime 
and character dancing that is 
missing in Cranko’s, while Smuin 
gave us more theatrical excite¬ 
ment. Neither Jurgen Rose, who 
designed Cranko’s ballet, nor 
William Pitkin, who did Smuin’s, 
can compare with the grandiose 
spectacle of Nicholas Georgiadis’ 
production for MacMillan. 
Rose’s Stuttgart design has been 
rescaled for the Joffrey, but it re¬ 
tains the major flaw that every 
scene must negotiate the upstage 
horizontal bridge that runs the 
entire width of the stage. For 
crowd scenes, the bridge makes 
for an active stage picture, but 
later it gets in the way when both 
the Capulet ball and even Juliet’s 
balcony and bedroom must in¬ 
clude the same bridge, awkward¬ 
ly disguised as an indoor portico, 
one of the versions, with 
the possible exception of 
Sir Frederick Ashton’s (in 
the repertories of the Royal 
Danish and London Festival 
Ballets), has spectacularly 
beautiful dances, a problem 
precipitated by the difficulties of 
the score. The best example of 
this is the music for the balcony 
pas de deux, which is so ram¬ 
bunctious that both Cranko and 
MacMillan have Juliet sit watch¬ 
ing Romeo dance through much 
of the scene. Another invariably 
awkward moment is the death of 
Mercutio, which takes so long 
musically that the choreograph¬ 
ers are forced into histrionics that 
tax even the most fertile imagina¬ 
tion. Cranko further weights his 
production by finishing too many 
scenes with static, arranged 
tableaux, which, in a scene like 
the mock reconciliation of the 
Capulets and Montagues in Act 
I, undercuts the dramatic impact 
of the action we’ve just witnessed. 

Cranko’s choreography is re¬ 
petitive, too. The trio for Romeo, 
Mercutio, and Benvolio prior to 
the Capulet ball is packed with 
more double tours en Tair than 
an advanced men’s technique 
class at the Bolshoi. One dance, 



the bridesmaids’ ensemble in 
Juliet’s chamber, with its criss¬ 
crossing arabesques and fouettes 
battements, has a pristine beau¬ 
ty that one wishes had found its 
way into other parts of the ballet. 
My companion actually felt that 
there were other parts of the bal¬ 
let that would have been 
beautiful had the conductor not 
taken the entire work at tempos 
so fast that “it sounded like he 
needed to go to the bathroom.” 

I’m told that Cranko’s Romeo 
used to work at Stuttgart on the 
strength of Marcia Haydee’s per¬ 
formance alone. The Joffrey’s 
first-class Juliet, Dawn Caccamo, 
is a beautiful dancer who seems 
somewhat uncomfortable in a 
dramatic role, overplaying the 
emotional dynamics at key mo¬ 
ments and losing contact with 
her character at other times. Her 
Romeo, Glenn Edgerton, looks as 
though his coaching advocated 
the same overacting as Cacca- 
mo’s; a pity since he, too, is a 
handsome and elegant lyric 
dancer who has worked with Cac¬ 
camo extensively and successful¬ 
ly in other ballets. 


T he best single perform¬ 
ance came from David 
Palmer as Mercutio, who 
minimizes his conscious acting 
and lets his energy speak for 
itself. Among the younger com¬ 
pany members, Palmer alone has 
the classic Joffrey knack of Fitting 
neatly into all his roles, no mat¬ 
ter how diverse they are. An affec¬ 
ting character dancer with bril¬ 
liant technique, Palmer’s range 
extends far beyond his spe¬ 
cialties. •

let them do their work. The only one who 
mobbed them was me.” 

Having heard many actresses speak of how 
“ugly” they were as children, it occurs to me to 
ask this attractive young woman who is stunning¬ 
ly beautiful on screen if she was dissatisfied with 
her appearance in her recent youth. 

The question takes her aback and amuses her. 
At first she says she was never dissatisfied—‘I 
was happy.” Soon she’s qualifying it—I didn’t 
think I was pretty”— and a moment later she gets 
down to specifics: “My teeth were spread apart. 
I used to wonder when they’d come together... 
I was fat and tubby as a child like everybody 
else.” 

Tyson began acting in Liverpool and joined 
the Royal Shakespeare Company two years ago. 
This summer she’s appearing with them in the 
stage version of the Hungarian film Mephisto.

Watanabe, 
who has built a career playing of¬ 
fensive Asian stereotypes, here 
plays a rich wimp whose Asian- 
ness is incidental. I guess that’s 
progress. 

As for me, Vamp made me ea¬ 
ger for the egress, (area 
theaters) 

PLEASANT WASTE 
OF TIME 

As intentionally bad movies go. 
The Toxic Avenger is funnier 
than Attach of the Killer 
Tomatoes, more sleazoid and less 
scary than Return of the Living 
Dead. It’s set in Tromaville, NJ, 
“the toxic chemical capital of the 
world,” where nerdy Melvin Furd 
falls into a barrel of nuclear glop 
and emerges a faceless super¬ 
human with a penchant for right¬ 
ing wrongs. 

He rescues and falls in love 
with a blind woman who keeps 
Ray Charles records and a 
“braille mirror” in her apart¬ 
ment. The trail of wrongdoing 
eventually leads to Tromaville’s 
worst criminals, the mayor and 
his cronies, after we’re allowed to 
wonder briefly whether the 
Avenger’s disease isn’t worse 
than the cure he represents (No 
one raises the question of him 
contaminating everything he 
touches). 

More violent than absolutely 
necessary, The Toxic Avenger is 
an entry in the Gross Enough For 
You? sweepstakes that should 
have sick, perverted midnight 
movie freaks howling with de¬ 
light for months to come. 

Reviewed in a midnight show 
at the Seattle International Film 
Festival, it’s debuting here in a 
daytime slot until it finds its 
niche. (Strand) 

HIGH (CAMP) FIDEL-ATRY 

Honey, not all the queens left 
Cuba with the Marielistas. I 
don’t know who’s what, but 
there’s a definite gay sensibility 
at work in Patakin! It blares onto 
the screen with the subtlety of a 
Fox musical (e.g., Weekend in 
Havana) from the’40s. The 
heroes, who become adversaries, 
are Shango (Miguel Benavides), 
a lazy womanizer, and industri¬ 
ous Ogun (Enrique Arredondo), 
leader of the local farm workers. 

Traditional women’s roles are 
gently mocked. There’s no Car¬ 
men Miranda on hand, but Asse- 
nah Rodriguez, who plays 
Shango’s wife, is like Eartha Kitt 
with balls, and flaming second 
banana Litico Rodriguez must be 
Cuba’s Dom DeLuise. Even 
macho, narcissistic (“If I weren’t 


a man, I’d fall in love with 
myself”) Shango gets in drag 
before it’s over. 

Rembert Egues’ score recalls 
the one Michel Legrand wrote for 
The Young Girls of Rochefort, 
Jacques Demy’s homage to Hol¬ 
lywood musicals. The many 
songs and dances are done in 
high camp style. (York, 
7/23-26) 

TROUBLE IN PARADISE' 

“I’m hangin’ up my hose,” 
says Robin Williams after fight¬ 
ing one Chicago fire too many. 
He moves to the Caribbean 
island of St. Nicholas and buys 
into Jimmy Cliff’s scungy hotel, 
Club Paradise. They start to turn 
it into a successful resort, but 
wicked prime minister Adolph 
Caesar has made a deal to sell the 
island to developers and it’s go¬ 
ing to take a revolution to stop 
him. 

Club Paradise is an innocuous 
comedy that Hope and Crosby 
might have called Road to 
Jamaica. It has bright spots: 
some of Williams’ shtick, Peter 
O’Toole as the governor saying 
“I hate beauty,” hilarious An¬ 
drea Martin trying to save her 
marriage to wimpy Steven Kamp- 
mann (except for the “All she 
needed was a good fuck” resolu¬ 
tion), and the reggae score, large¬ 
ly by Cliff. 


On the negative side is Wil¬ 
liams’ squeaky clean image, 
which is becoming annoying. He 
makes Alan Alda look like a serial 
killer by comparison. In a scene 
where everyone’s supposed to be 
naked, they’re covered up like 
Katharine Hepburn. The only of¬ 
fensive thing in the movie is an 
unfunny joke about the prime 
minister being in danger of a 
stroke. Caesar died last spring of 
an apparent heart attack. 

Club Paradise would seem fun¬ 
nier if it weren’t following on the 
heels of the classic comedies 
Back to School and Ruthless Peo¬ 
ple. As it is it’s a weak vacation. 
(Galaxy) 

THE MOUTH THAT RAN 

“Eddie Murphy’s Disease” 
has not been cured (In fact, it’s 
spread to the Supreme Court!). 
In a scathing review of his Las 
Vegas act last month, Variety 
reported that Eddie Murphy 
“blustered into his anti-gay 
diatribe. ‘I can’t play San Fran¬ 
cisco,’ he babbled. ‘They have a 
24-hour watch for me.’ His spew 
about ‘faggots,’ complete with 
cliche mincing and swishing, was 
the stuff yawns emerge from.” 
Except an apology in December, 
in time for the release of The 
Golden Child, Murphy’s new 
special effects-laden action 
adventure.
